A  two-year  course  for  dental 
assistants,  giving  practical  expe- 
rience at  the  California  College 
of  Dentistry^  has  beeq  started 
this  semester,  Dr.  nibyd  C,  Luck- 
mann,  director  of  curriculum,  an- 
nounced last  week. 

The  curriculum,  endorsed  by  the 
State  Dental  Assocjation  and  the 
United  Stares  Dental  Assistant's  As- 
sociation, is  headed  by  Ruth  Inskipp 
and  Dr.  Joe  Sweet.

Council  Approves  Finance  Committees 
Recommended  Budget;  Chairman  Warns 
Of  Hundred  Per  Cent  Rule  Enforcement

Color- 
ful nrchitcchtonles  and  pompous  pro- 
cessions distract  from  or  replace 
quieter  movement  of  well  developed 
drama.  And  good  drama  draws  upon 
the  flux  of  circumstance,  character 
contact  apd  revelation,  and  ideals  in 
context;  it  need  not  occupy  a  space 
larger  than  that  needed  for  the  nar- 
rator   to   do   an   about    faee. 

The  producers  of  The  Robe  did 
not  attempt  the  sensationalism  prev- 
alent in  the  current  run  of  third 
dimensional  movies.  The  audience  was 
not  thrust  at  by  spears,  and  wild 
animals  did  not  rip  themselves  from 
the  screen. 

N'd  small  part  of  the  audience  was 
sustained  in  awe,  uince  much  of  the 
film  contained  a  very  pious  and  im- 
aginatiw  subject;  and  no  small  pari 
of  the  drama  might  have  been  gotten 
without  the  cameraman  having  tip- 
toed to  the  site  of  the  crucifixion. 
And  the  script  writers  installed  a 
Gregorian  procession  of  Christian  and 
humanitarian  values. 

The  Robe  provided  universal  appeal 
in  that  there  were  some  blinding 
moments  of  music  land  imagery  In 
dramatic  unity. 

Caligula  was  a  fine  job  of  life-get- 
ting, and  Richard  Burton's  acting 
implies  that  he  has  the  power  and 
-passion  that  lend  themselves  to  roles 
passion  that  lends  themselves  to  roles 
which  have  great  spiritual  dimen- 
sions. Burton  made  his  first  success 
in  The  Lady's  Not  for  Burning,  by 
Christopher  Fry;  he  emerged  from  an 
authoritative  proving  ground  with  a 
blessing.

Sinks  Rams  39-13

West  Contra  Costa's  undefeat- 
ed Comets,  held  to  a  T  to  0  lead 
at  halftime,  exploded  for  26 
points  in  the  third  quarter  and 
six  more  in  the  final  period  to  over- 
whelm the  City  College  Rams  39  to 
13  last  Saturday  night  before  2,000 
spectators  at  Richmond  High  School 
stadium. 

The  game  provided  the  East  Bay 
squad  with  its  fourth  straight  win  of 
the  season  while  the  Rams  suffered 
their  second  setback. 

Doug  Peters,  the  Contra  Costan's 
all-Big  Seven  Conference  fullback, 
chalked  up  the  first  touchdown  in 
the  secdnd  stanza  when  he  crashed 
left  tackle  and  ran  17  yards  for  the 
six-pointer.  Charley  Green  kicked  the 
conversion  point. 

The  third  quarter  proved  disas- 
trous for  the  Rams  as  the  Comets 
went  on  a  wild  scoring  spree  to  lee 
the  contest. 

Here  is  the  way  the  scoring  went  in 
that  period: 

Halfback  Credell  Green  opened  the 
second  half  proceedings  for  the  Com- 
ets with  a  52-yard  gallop  around  right 
end  for  the  score.  Charley  Green's 
PAT  try  was  wide. 

A  few  moments  later,  West  Contra 
Costa  halfback  Wilbur  Gary  found  a 
hole  at  right  tackle  and  rambled  57 
yards  for  the  touchdown.  Green  again 
booted  the  extra  point. 

The  Comets'  next  tally  came  as  a 
result  of  a  fumble  by  City  College 
fullback  Pete  Honfalas  which  was  re- 
covered by  West  Contra  Costa's  cen- 
ter Benny  Hammond  on  the  Rams' 
38.  Peters,  on  third  down,  bolted 
around  the  left  side  and  wasn't 
stopped  until  he  had  reached  the  end 
zone.  Green's  conversion  split  the  up- 
rights. 

In  the  closing  minutes  of  the  quar- 
ter, City  College's  SCOriac  opportunity 
presented  Itself  when  Peters  was 
trapped  from  punt  formation  l>y  and 
Richard  Oliver  and  was  hauled  down 
on  the  Comet  10.  Halfback  AshforU 
Jones  culminated  the  three-play 
drive  by  smashing  over  from  one  yard 
out.  Quarterback  Al  DeljiTorre's  ex- 
tra point  attempt  failed. 

With  four  seconds  left  in  the  high- 
scoring  stanza,  the  Contra  Costans 
tallied  again.  This  time  halfback  Riley 
Jenkins  hit  left  tackle,  found  day- 
light, and  sped  64  yards  to  paydirt.

PROBLEMS  FACED 

As  previously  noted,  the  NCICC 
is  composed  mainly,  or  rather  exclu- 
sively, with  the  exception  of  CCSF,  of 
four-year  institutions  whose  coaches 
have  four  seasons  in  w'hich  to  mold 
a  smooth-working  outfit.

Monsarrat's  'Cruel  Sea'  Depicts 
Man's  Inhumanity  To  Man

W'T'HE  Cruel  Sea'  is  not  an  apt  title  for  Monsarrat's  book.  The  sea 
is  cruel,  it's  diabolically  whimsical,  but  it  was  not  that  which 
altered  men's  lives.  'Cruel  Men;'  that's  a  better  title.  Man's  inhu- 
manity to  man.  That's  what  makes  the  sea  more  than  passage  of 
commerce  and  pleasure. 

The  sea  is  beaten  by  winds,  and  man  is  beaten  by  man.  The  sea 
is  the  incompatible  agent  of  the  ele 


ments;  man  is  incompatible  to  him- 
self. That's  what  Monsarrat  has  tried 
to  tell  us. 

1939:  England  is  at  war  with  Ger- 
many.  The  war  is  new  to  the  men 
who  are  about  to  engage  in  it:  the 
Compass  Rose  is  rebuilt  and  uncer-  • 
tain. 

The  war  In  a  volume  of  discordant 
words  and  strange  sounds.  There  are 
banners  and  passions  and  helmet*. 

Lock  hart  boarded  the  Compass 
Rose  with  a  pungent  recollection  of  a 
woman  and  a  world  on  shore.  He 
stepped  unto  the  setting  of  an  uncer- 
tain world  of  water,  men,  steel,  and 
ideals.  He  began  the  great  reality. 

The  circumstances  of  war  assembled 
a  random  group  to  serve  the  Compass 
Rose.  And  the  circumstances  of  war 
bound  the  men  in  a  common  union 
that  remained  distressingly  dormant, 
like  a  cold  fog  over  another  continent, 
in  the  mind.  They  moved  about  in 
dream  likeness,  a  harrowing,  elegiac 
enigma,  too  dark  to  recall,  too  intense 
to  fade. 

The  war  brought  now  loves,  inten- 
sified loves,  .  forced  loves;  and  it 
brought  death  and  allowed  compan- 
ions to  drop  into  the  sea.  I.and  was 
in  Hip  cold  distance;  the  family  plot, 
and  the  family  living  was  removed 
into  a  world  of  dreams. 

Monsarrat  reminds  that  peace  is  an 
- — ■ • '  
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interlude,  that  war  Is  an  undying 
truth  enshrouding  the  history  of  man, 
that  war  is  as  human  as  love,  that 
coalescence  of  Ideals  expresses  Itself 
in  the  clanking  thrust  of  weapons 
whi-n  It  encounters  the  armed  Ideals 
of  alien  entity. 

When  the  men  who  survived  the 
Compass  Rose  returned  homwin  1945, 
they  k-rt  their  weapons  to  hang  on 
the  great  wall  of  state;  they  loved 
their  wives  and  watched  their  chil- 
dren tan  in  the  sky  swept  clean  of  the 
wings  of  warcraft:  but  they  loved  and 
they  waited;  they  are  uneasy  and 
nostalgic  for  the  big  reality  never 
ended,  only  the  dream,  and  the  sea 
waits  and  wonders. 

The  Cruel  Sea  is  a  war  classic.  See 
the  film  and  read  the  book.

A  problem  that  faces  every  student 
of  the  college  during  a  semester  is, 
"Where  do  I  get  my  books,  how  much 
must  I  pay  for  them,  and  how  much 
of  a  loss  must  I  take  when  I  am  ready 
to  sell  them?" 

The  Associated  Student  book  store, 
the  Ramporium,  located  in  Building 
12,  provides  the  solution. 

As  was  witnessed  earlier  this  se- 
mester, students  were  able  to  pur- 
chase books  at  the  Ramporium  with 
a  minimum  of  trouble  and  effort  by 
simply  giving  their  subject  and  course 
numbers. 

According  to  Dick  Main,  manager 
of  the  Ramporium,  an  efficient  method 
Of  cataloging  makes  such  a  time-sav- 
ing service  possible.  All  texts  and 
pamphlets  required  for  a  course  are 
shelved  under  their  proper  subject 
and  number.  The  subjects  are  in  turn 
arranged  alphabetically. 

The  Ramporium  charges  standard 
prices  for  all  new  books  sold.  Used 
books  are  redeemed  at  half  price  un- 
less they  are  in  exceptionally  poor 
condition.  Badly  defaced  books  mav 
not  be  accepted. 


All  profits  made  by  the  Associate  d 
Student  book  store  are  given  to  the 
college  to  help  finance  activities,  s.iiii 
Main,  ridding  that  the  Ramporium 
"belongs  to  the  students  and  deserves 
their  patronage  and  support ." 

During  rush  week  at  the  beginning 
of  each  semester,  students  are  needed 
to  work  at  the  Ramporium  Those  in- 
terested should  see  Main  in  order  to 
b»  considered  for  the  first  positions 
The  salary  is  75  cents  per  hour. 

The  Ramporium  was  first  opened 
September  5,  1950  under  the  man- 
agership of  Richard  Main.  The  name 
was  chosen  by  contest  opened  to  all 
students  and  the  name  Ramporium 
was  chosen  by  a  special  committee. 

The  realization  of  an  on-campus 
book  store  came  about  after  much 
planning  and  study  by  college  of- 
ficials.

Don  T3rand,  a  converted  end

The  locals  fought  back  to  knot  the 
count  and  then  for^e  ahead  7  to  6 
with  45  seconds  left  in  the  first  half. 
Quarterback  Ray  Arata  passed  from 
his  own  32  into  the  right  flat  where 
Brand  hauled  the  ball  in  on  the  Los 
Angeles  48  and  outdistanced  defen- 
sive halfback  Ulysses  Carter  to  the 
goal  line.  Jerry  James  kicked  the  con- 
version. 

With  two  minutes  gone  in  the  third 
stanza,  Oscar  Paloutzain,  Cubs'  guard, 
rushed  hard  and  blocked  Ernie  Ber- 
nard's fourth-down  punt  attempt  on 
City  College's  36-yard  line.  End  Ray 
McKinney  picked  up  the  loose  ball 
and  dashed  22  yards  for  the  visitors' 
second  score.  Irvin  Hunt's  conversion 
was  good. 

Midway  into  the  third  quarter,  Ger- 
ald Holland,  Los  Angeles  fullback, 
turned  in  the  longest  run  from  scrim- 
mage of  the  tilt  as  he  took  a  pitch- 
out  and  sped  72  yards  down  the  north 
sideline  for  the  six -pointer.

A  swimming  champion  %vho  didn't 
learn  to  swim  until  she  was  12  years 
old  is  unusual.  One  who  retires  at  19 
is  unique.  This  combination  puts  City 
College's  LaVerne  Lindecker  In  a 
class  by  herself. 

Miss  Lindecker,  a  personable  five 
foot  six  blond,  was  modest  about  her 
achievements,  but  with  a  little  coax- 
ing she  perched  on  the  edge  of  a  desk 
and  rattled  off  some  of  her  many  ac- 
complishments. 

Not  the  least  of  these  was  the  win- 
ning of  the  first  race  In  which  she 
evl»r  competed. 

She  was.  as  previously  mentioned, 

12  years  old  at  the  time,  and  had  only 
been  swimming  for  two  months.  But 
the  two  months  had  been  spent  at 
Crystal  Plunge,  under  the  guidance-of. 
Charlie  Sava,  world  famous  swimming 
coach,  to  whom  Miss  Lindecker  at- 
tributes her  swimming  success.  As  a 

13  year  old  girl,  she  competed  in  the. 
National  Senior  Women's  Champion- 
ships, and  was  good  enough  to  place 
third  in  the  mile. 

In  the  following  years  she  continued 
to  swim  In  championship  meets  all 
over  the  country,  always  under  the 
banner  of  Crystal  Plunge. 


Along  the  way.  she  garnered  17  Pa- 
cific Association  Championships  and 
various  other  awards.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  Junior  National 
Champion  800  meter  relay  team  which 
broke  the  American  record  in  1951, 
and  of  the  800  meter  relay  team  which 
plarcd  second  in  the  National  Cham- 
pionships at  Portland,  Oregon,  in 
August  of  this  year.  On  this  perform- 
ance, she  retired.  Perhaps  she  had  no 
more  room  for  awards,  for  her  walls 
are  adorned  with  some  150  medals, 
of  which  at  least  one-third  are  for 
first  place. 

When  the^stock  question  of  "What 
was  your  greatest  thrill?"  was  put  to 
Miss  Lcindecker,  she  didn't  hesitate  in 
answering. 

"My  greatest  thrill."  she  said,  "was 
In  1951  when  I  almost  beat  Greta  An- 
derson, the  world's  champion  at  100 
meters,  In  the  Flelshhaeker  Pool.  To- 
ward the  end  of  the  race,  4  looked 
up,  expecting  to  see  Miss  Anderson 
way  ahead  of  me,  and  she  was  only 
Inches  In  front." 

Miss  Lindecker's  time  for  that  one 
was  one  minute  and  twenty-eight  sec- 
onds, one  of  her  best. 

If  the  reader  now  pictures  Miss 
Lindecker  as  half  fish  and  half  ma- 


chine, he  can  hardly  be  blamed.  But 
to  do  the  young  lady  full  justice,  she 
doesn't  look  like  either,  one. 

Miss  Lindecker,  a  graduate  of  Poly- 
technic High  School,  is  an  attractive 
blond,  charming  and  poised,  yet 
friendly  and  full  of  life. 

Despite  the  pressure  of  keeping  in 
training  for  competition,  she  still  was 
able  to  make  Alpha  Gamma  Sigma, 
the  honor  society,  in  her  first  se- 
mester at  the  college.  At  the  present 
time,  she  is  the  treasurer  of  Delta  Psi 
sorority. 

Her  ambition  to  be  a  swimming 
teacher  caused  her  to  retire  from 
competition  last  August,  so  that  she 
might  study  under  Sava.  Her  avoca- 
tion is  training  dogs,  and  she  finds 
time  to  attend  a  class  once  a  week. 
At  present,  she  is  training  a  German 
Shepherd  to  perform  in  obedience 
trials. 

While  Miss  Lindecker  found  that 
competitive  swimming  ruled  out  any> 
social  activities,  she  enjoyed  the 
traveling  and  the  chance  to  meet  peo- 
ple. She  considers  swimming  a  won- 
derful sport,  good  exercise,  and  some- 
thing that  everyone  should  know. 
With  her  for  a  teacher,  the  people 
should  flock  to  her  for  lessons.

Politics  is  perhaps  the  most  com- 
plex subject  in  the  World  on  its  sur- 
face, but  once  analyzed  and  broken 
down  into  its  components  it  is  an 
amazingly  simple  business. 

Student  politics  are  an  important 
function  of  campus  life  here  and  the 
students  should  have  a  complete  view 
of  the  organization  which  "governs'' 
their  out-of-class  campus  activities. 
This  organization  is  the  Associated 
Students,  which,  like  all  political  or- 
ganizations, seems  complicated  to  the 
uninitiated.  Here  is  a  picture  of  City 
College  student  government,  which 
should  serve  to  "initiate"  the  student. 

The  political  parties  on  campus 
nominate,  in  convention,  candidates 
for  the  AS  elective  positions.  Non- 
affiliated students  may  run  as  inde- 
pendents, providing  they  do  as  all 
others  running  for  election  and  file  a 
petition  with  the  AS  election  commit- 
tee, composed  of  the  Election  Com- 
missioner and  assistants  appointed  by 
him  and  the  AS  President  with  Stu- 
dent Council  approval. 

A  simple  majority  vote  Is  necessary 


to  elect  all  candidates,  who  are  elect- 
ed at-large  by  all  AS  members.  No 
one  may  run  for  two  offices  in  the 
same  election.

Appointive  positions  in  AS  govern- 
ment are  the  secretary,  rally  commis- 
sioner, yell  leader,  parliamentarian, 
alumni  liaison  officer,  student  card 
sales  chairman,  information  service 
chairman  and  corresponding  secretary.

The  backbone  of  the  association  Is 
the  Student  Council,  which  Is  the  leg- 
islative body  nnd  is  composed  of  seven 
sophomores  and  seven  freshmen 
elected  at-large  by  AS  member*. 

Therefore,  the  executive  body  of 
City  College  student  government  is 
composed  of  the  AS  President  and  his 
officers,  and  the  legislative  bodv  is,  of 
course,  the  Student  Council.  Official 
voice  of  the  organization  is  The 
Guardsman. 


Basis  for  all  AS  activity  is  the  as- 
sociation's constitution,  found  in  com- 
plete form  In  the  college  handbook. 
The  constitution  may  he  amended  and 
carries  the  right  of  referendum. 

•Athletic  awards  are  given  by  the 
association  to  any  teams  recognized 
by  the  college's  athletic  department. 

Succession  falls  to  the  cabinet 
members  and  final  jurisdiction  over 
interpretation  of  the  constitution  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  faculty  adviser  of 
the  Student  Council,  who  is,  in  reality, 
the  judicial  branch  of  the  government. 

As  with  all  political  organizations, 
money  Is  the  necessary  evil  and  Its 
expenditure  is  set  up  by  the  council 
In  the  form  of  an  official  budget. 

Any  student  with  questions  con- 
cerning student  government  can  refer 
to  the  handbook,  ask  any  student 
leader,  or  ask  at  The  Guardsman  of- 
fice. Knowledge  of  student  govern- 
ment Is  the  key  to  more  activity,  and 
learning  City  College's  political  set-up 
will  give  a  student  that  knowledge. — 
by  D.  M.

PRESIDENT  Dwight  Eisenhower  said  tn  a~recent  speech  atrPefi^ 
ance  College,  Ohio  that  he,  "Firmly  believed  that  more  exten- 
sive education  than  that  obtainable  in  high  schools  must  be  brought 
to  every  locality  in  such  a  way  that  every  young  person  regardless 
of  his  means  .  .  .  can  go  to  school  for  a  minimum  of  two  additional 
years." 

It  was  with  this  very  thought  in  mind  that  San  Francisco's  city 
fathers  established  the  college  in  1935.  City  College  was  founded  for 
the  benefit  of  the  youth  of  this  city,  who  include  the  students,  past, 
present,  and  future.  '• 

Some  could  never  afford  "a  minimum  of  two  additional  years  of 
education,"  a  must,  if  it  weren't  for  the  presence  of  this  institution.

tuition  colleges  or  universities. 

At  a  tuition  free  two  year  college  such  as  ours,  all  have  the  op- 
portunity to  study  Under  this  fine  instruction  without  the  expense 
that  such  training  would  involve,  elsewhere. 

We  should  all  be~thankful  for  the  beneficial  thoughtfulness  of  the

Orson  Welles  Presents  King  Lear 
In  Omnibus'  Gratifying  Nutshell

nFYT  AGAIN  has  presented 
•  *  classical  drama  to  the 
general  public.  The  first  presen- 
tation, a  rendition  of  Hamlet, 
would  have  enhanced  its  general  ap- 
[>cal  had  the  performers  appeari'd  on 
stilts  or  juggled  between  ac;s.  and  the 
master  of  ceremonies  might  have  been 
a  carnival  barker,  all  without  inter- 
fering with  the  willful  suspension  of 
disbelief. 

The  current  presentation,  King 
Lear,  was  a  modification  rather  than 
a  rendition,  and  did  a  great  deaj  to 
advance  the  appeal  of  Shakespeare  to 
those  acquainted  with  his  capacity  as 
a  closet  dramatist. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  the  Omni- 
bus presentation  of  King  Lear  engen- 
dered no  Shakespeare  enthusiasts  Too 
many  loose  ends  in  the  plot  remained 
untied.  Without  previous  reading 
Gloucester's  loss  of  sight  was  an  act 
of  demonic  inspiration  rather  than  the 
venting  of  wrath  upon  an  upright 
Earl,  who  would  preserve  the  King 
and  subjects  from  usurpation.  Again, 
the  transitions  in  administrative  af- 
fairs and  the  political  flux  of  high 
state  were  absent  so  that  the  persons 
and  institutions  cxperiencini,'  the. 
changes  appeared  they  were  startling- 
ly  out  of  context. 

The  f  )mnibus  presentation  excluded 
the  subplot,  Gloucester's  tragic  mis- 
fortune,   leaving   Shakespeare's    mes- 
sage  without   the    force   or   leitmotiv 
that    identifies   and   deepens   the   tra- 
gedy. Lear  was  projected  an  unhappy 
King  whose  dramatic  appeal  was  suf- 
ficient   within   the   sphere  of  his  ac- 
tions, having  no  truck  with  anything 
more  than  the  microcosm;  the  univer- 
sality that  has  preserved  the  play  to 
posterity  was  feft  to  the  hearth.  How- 
ever, the  time  limit  imposed  upon -the 
production  allowed  some  good  usage, 
and    Orson   Welles   drew   deep    from 
within    his    sympathy    to   give    Lear 


sheer  dramatic  appeal  this  capricious 
and  profound  man  is  capable  of. 

In  its  display  of  pure  passion,  King 
bear  is  Wagnerian-like.  The  storm 
■cent  is  notable  for  its  flow  of  imag- 
ery; here  Shakespeare  recalls  for  us 
the  primitive  awe  inspired  by  the  play 
of  elements;  he  sounds  deep  into  our 
consciousness  for  an  enthralling  hom- 
age to  nature  in  its  most  overt 
movements. 

King  Lear  achieves  a  rare  blending 
.of  pessimism  and  beauty,  that  won- 
drous hybrid  whose  topmost  branch- 
es beseech  heaven  while  the  roots  find 
life-warmth  in  hell. 

King  Lear  does  not  steep  in  black- 
he  stands  in  the  shadow  of 
beauty  Lear  ever  stands  on  the  verge 
of  hazardous  reincarnations;  he  seeks 
madness  to  escape  sanity;  his  mad- 
ness is  an  uncertain  move  toward  the 
truth  he  has  envisioned,  but  the  move- 
ment of  the  micro-world  about  and 
within  him  negate  the  possibility  of 
achievement.  In  tins,  Shakespeare  has 
made  the  supreme  self-identification 
with  his  medium;  we  are  astounded 
at  the  intensity  of  the  conflict. 
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deed  in  his  very  realistic  thumb-nail 
sketch  of  the  clowns. 

In  this  reporter  I  believe  The 
Guardsman  has  acquired  a  well- 
equipped  writer  who  has  the  sensi- 
bility to  perceive  and  portray  a  clear, 
true  picture.  I  am  looking  forward  to 
reading  more  of  Harold  Painter's 
work  in  The  Guardsman.

Lee  Eisan  Continues  His  Colorful  Football  Career 


Many  legends  have  arisen  around 
Lee  Eisan.  member  of  Andy  Smith's 
famed  California  "Wonder  Teams,'' 
successful  coach,  official,  and  now  in- 
structor at  the  college. 

One  legend,  and  one  that  can  be 
easily  proved,  is  that  Ejsan  (pictured  ; 
at  right  t  seldom  has  a  losing  team.  As  J 
a  prep  at  Polytechnic  High  School  in 
1923.  he  led  his  team  to  the  first  of 
their  many  championships  From 
there,  he  joined  the  fabulous  Olympic 
Club  football  team  for  two  years. 

In  1926,  Eisan  matriculated  at  the  | 
University  of  California,  and  his  ex- 
ploits as  a  player  are  history.  He  held 
the  quarterback  job  from  1927 
through  1929,  when  the  quarterback 
had  to  be  a  crunching  blocker  as  well 
as  an  adept  signal-caller.  One  look  at  i 
the  mans  stocky,  powerful  build  is 
testament  to  the  fact  that  he  could  do 
his  job. 

Upon  graduation,  he  coached  for 
five  years  at  LaVerne  College  in 
Southern   California.   In   1936,   Eisan 


ramc  to  what  is  now  City  College  of 
San  Francisco,  and  three  years  later 
took  over  as  head  football  coach 
When  he  retired  in  1946  to  teach  hy- 
giene and  real  -estate,  it  was  again 
with  a  winner,  for  the  Rams  were 
Big  Seven  champions  that  year.

The  uniforms,  which  may  arrive  in 
time  to  be  used  during  one  g&me  this 
season,  will  consist  of  cardinal  jer- 
seys, with  white  numeraLs  and.  arm 
stripes,  cardinal  pants  made  of  com- 
bat nylon  and  red  helmets  with  sim- 
ulated white  horns. 

A  collection  to  feed  the  ram  was 
taken  up  and  student  government 
members  contributed  a  sum  of  $12.00 
towards  the  cause.  A  discussion  fol- 
lowed concerning  ways  and  means 
by  which  money  could  be  raised  to 
feed  the  ram,  and  the  problem  turned 
over  to  a  committee.

A  Sunday  Of  Happiness:  Culture 
And  Simplicity  Come  To  Town

TPHE  American  Society  of  Western  Artists  is  showing  contetn- 
*■  porary  Ameriotm  works  at  the  De  Young  Museum.  Among  the 
collection  is  an  outstanding  group  of  water  colors.  The  prizes  will 
undoubtedly  be  given  to  the  painters  of  this  group  of  outstanding 
work. 

Herman  Struck  has  assimilated  his  colors  into  a  technical  tone 
poem  aptly  called  Bus  Stop.  A  linear 


group  of  motley  people  is  waiting  for 
an  evening  bus  delayed  by  the  haz- 
ards and  the  unexpected  introduced 
by  a  light  rainfall.  A  windowed  build- 
ing, in  the  process  of  blending  into 
the  rapidly  descending  night,  shows 
three  or  four  warm  yellow  lights  from 
uplifted  shades.  The  streets  are  ring- 
ing with  wetness  and  the  light  drop- 
ping of  rain.  The  umbr  lias  are  slight- 
ly bent  into  the  wind,  and  the  people 
are  cold  and  wet. 

Next  to  Bus  Stop  hangs  an  out- 
standing watereolor,  entitled  Early- 
Morning,  by  Oliver  Parson,  a  pastoral 
arrangement  of  tones  cleverly  de- 
signed to  sweep  the  spectator  from 
the  warm  hollow  of  a  meadow  to  the 
darkened  heights  of  an  early  morn- 
ing mountain.  The  spectator  feels  the 
overture  of  the  morning  on  his  back; 
later,  the  sun  fills  the  meadow  and 
flows  up  the  mountain  side. 

The  Society's  selection  of  work  was 
less  democratic  than  showings  by 
other  groups  in  the  past,  but  was  a 
mature  selection;  with  the  exception 
of  some  few  sculptured  pieces  looking 
as  though  they  might  have  been 
chiseled  by  a  palsied  brick  layer,  the 
work  was  of  a  well  executed  sort  der 
picting  natural  forms  via  one  mood 
or  another. 

A  short  walk  from  the  museum,  the 
Morrison  Planetarium  presents  an  ex- 
cellent view  of  the  constellations. 

Here  the  Atomic  Age  realizes  Its 
optimum:  Just  lean  back  and  watch 
the  universe  do  as  It's  bid.  The  sun 
will  complete  a  day's  journey  In  a 
fraction  of  the  normal  time,  the  moon 
will  remain  suspended  over  any  ro- 
mance, and  the  stars  will  wink  and 
blink  and  change  to  such  mythical 
personages  as  Andromeda,  Cassiopeia, 
or  Perseus.  The  cost  of  70  ctwits  Is 
slight  to  see  the  world's  oldest  actors 
In  Morrison's  production  of  the  Uni- 
verse. 

Another  production  having  a  theme 
as  universal  as  the  seasons  is  playing 
a  short  bus  ride  from  the  Morrison 
Planetarium:  One  Summer  of  Happi- 
ness, one  of  the  healthiest  and  sin- 
eerest  of  foreign  films  to  be  shown  in 
San  Francisco.  In  no  uncertain  terms, 
bigotry  was  shown  the  door,  while  the 
hidden  muse  who  keeps  the  world  in 
chaos  was  entreated  to  stay  and  dance 
to  the  most  bucolic  of  tunes:  a  most 
encouraging  film  gesture.

CAB  Defeats  75  Per  Cent  Rule 


A  75  per  cent  rule,  which  would

As  Interpreted  by  the  Club  Activ- 
ities Board,  the  majority  rule  means 
that  as  many  club  members  as  pos^ 
slble  should  be  Associated  Student 
card  holders,  Dave  Raphael,  CAB 
president,  stated. 

The  general  consensus  of  the  clubs 


was  that  while  it  was  necessary  to 
have  as  many  students  as  possible 
holding  AS  cards,  for  a  successful  se- 
mester, the  compulsory  75  per  cent 
ruling,  as  stated,  would  disqualify 
many  telubs  now  active.  Realizing  the 
need  of  keeping  active  as  many  clubs 
as  possible  to  insure  a  wide  variety  of 
interests  in  which  the  students  may 
take  part,  the  CAB  decided  to  ko#p 
the  present  ruling. 

Raphael  said  that  at  least  a  simple 
majority,  51  per  cent,  of  each  organi- 
zation's members  must  have  AS  cards 
to  retain  on-campus  status  and  privi- 
leges.

The  new  chief  is  a  former  sergeant 
in  the  Air  Police  and  has  had  past  ex- 
perience as  a  deputy  sheriff  for 
Washoe,  Nevada,  and  Placer  Counties, 
California  In  his  third  semester  at 
the  college,  he  plans  to  go  on  with  his 
education  at  San  Jose  State  College 
in  hopes  of  eventually  working  for  the 
government  as  a  Federal  Investigator. 

Now  holding  Richardson's  former 
position  as  assistant  chief  of  staff  Is 
Leo  C.  Hertoghe,  a  former  Staff. Ser- 
geant in  the  Air  Police  who  also  was 
a  deputy  sheriff  for  Washoe,  Nevada, 
and  Placer  Counties.  Hertoghe  Is  also 
in  his  third  semester  at  the  college. 

The  Administrative  Assistant  Chief 
of  Staff  position  is  still  being  held  by 
Charles  F.  Oehler.  Oehler  is  in  his 
third  semester  at  the  college  and  is  a 
veteran  Staff  Sergeant  in  the  Air 
Police.

World  War  Told  By  Foreign  Student  Here 


Fall  Elections  Must  Have 
Fall  Support  From  All  Croups 

A  LTHOUGH  Fall  elections  are  somewhat  in  the  future,  it's  not  too 
*•  soon  for  some  serious  contemplation  concerning  support  of  them. 
We  hope  the  elections  will  be  backed  by  all  interest  groups  on 
the  campus,  not  by  just  one  group,  as  in  recent  campaigns.  This 
group  is,  of  course,  the  fraternity  and  sorority  members  who  con- 
stantly support  their  party,  the  Inter-Fraternity  Council. 

It's  true  that  the  college  has  had  a  "one-party"  government  for 
some  time.  This  dominant  group,  the  IFC,  has  done  a  fine  job  of 
representing  not  only  its  own  members,  but  students  outside  of  its 
special  interest  sphere  as  well. 

However,  it's  not  fair  to  the  IFC  nor  to  the  other  campus  interests 
to  expect  leaders  from  one  party  to  direct  a  government  whose  rep- 
resentatives include  few  students  from  other  walks  of  campus  life. 
Various  political  parties  have  been  organized,  but  they  seem  to 
forget  one  of  the  axioms  of  politics,  "get  out  the 'vote."  These  organ- 
izations have  sound  programs,  worthy  of  student  support,  but  they 
don't  get- that  support. 

The  IFC  draws  most  of  its  votes  from  among  its  own  members,     College  RounduD 
naturally.  Since  there  has  invariably  been  a  small  voter  turnout  in     — 
recent  elections,  and  since  most  of  the  voters'  were  fraternity  and 
sorority  members,  there  has  been  an  almost  total  IFC  victory  on 
each  occasion. 

The  obvious  thing  for  the  other  political  groups  to  do  is  to  drum 
up  interest  within  their  own  organizations  and  get  their  members 
to  the  polls. 

How  to  drum-up  that  interest?  Take  a  page  from  the  IFC  "book"; 
sound  planning,  sound  ideas,  and  sound  candidates. 

We're  certainly,  not  politicians,  but  it's  a  surety  that  a  one-party 
government  can  stagnate,  and  the  only  thing  that  will  keep  it  from 
stagnation  is  active  competition  with  the  "one  party." 

The  time  to  plan  that  competition  is  today.  The  able  independent 
leaders  on  campus  have  some  sound  ideas  for  government.  Let  them 
present  those  ideas  to  the  independent  studeats  and  plan  now  for  a 
competitive  campaign.

Margot  Cohen,  foreign  student  here, 
who  was  born  in  Goch,  Germany,  re- 
lates an  amazing  record  of  experi- 
ences which  occuired  when  she  lived 
in  Nazi-terrorized  Europe. 

The  first  six  years  of  her  life  were 
spent  In  her  Rhineland  home,  but 
when  the  figure  of  Hitler  loomed  too 
prominently  on  the  German  horizon, 
she  fled  to  Holland.  Boarding  a  spe- 
cial train  for  children,  she  arrived  at 

Amsterdam,  Holland.      , 

She  and  the  other  children  were 
placed  under  the  protection  of  mem- 
bers of  the  underground. 

In  1943,  at  the  age  of  11.  Miss 
Cohen  (pictured  at  right)  was  in- 
terned  in  a  Dutch  concentration 
camp.  Released  through  the  under- 
ground after  two  years,  she  spent  the 
next  two  years  in  hiding. 

Her  entire  family  was  killed  in  con- 
centration camps;  her  brother  re- 
mained safe  until  three  months  before 
the  end  of  the  war,  when  he  was  re- 
ported by  a  German  espionage  agent. 
Miss  Cohen  now  lives  in  Oakland  with 
her  aunt  and  uncle,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Er- 
mann,  her  only  living  relatives. 
She  vjjsited  the.  East  Indies  and  in 


1950  journeyed  to  the  West  Indies  to 
meet  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ermann,  who, 
after  escaping  from  Germany,  made 
their  home  there  for  11  years. 

Miss  Cohen's  education  met' with  a 
series    of    disruptions.    She_  received 


only  18  months  formal  education  in 
Holland,  barely  enough  timft,,  iea  "' 
the'  "three  rV"  In  Haiti,  she  sp/n 
two  and  one-half  years  complS 
her  grammar  school  training  skin 
ping  the  ninth  grade,  she  finished  hiirh 
school  at  Oakland  Technical  in  nvr 
and  one-half  years. 

Speaking  five  different  language, 
fluently  —  English,  German,  1 
Dutch,  and  Creole  —  Miss  Cohens' 
major  is  social  welfare.  To-m«-ike  use 
of  her  multWingual-tatenTs -\i„.  g 
minoring  in  languages,  with,  an  eye 
to  obtaining  a  job  with  the  United 
Nations  in  the  foreign  aid  department 

Through  her  experiences  she  ,1,  v.  | 
oped  a  great  respect  for  freedom  and 
the  American  way  of  Ufe.  Miss  Cohen 
spoke  on  a  program  sponsoj-cd  b* 
UNESCO  last  Sunday  on  KNBC.  re- 
pressing her  views  and  relating  s.„,ie 
of  her  experiences.

of  the  discriminate  motion  picture  selections  shown  by  the  San 

Francisco   Cinema   Guild   at   Collingwood   Hall,   97   Collingwood 

Street,  here  in  the  city.  Just  presented  was  a  Charlie  Chaplin  film 

.  festival,  and  now  being  shown  is  W.  C.  Fields  in  The  Bank  Dick 

The  Guild  is  anxious  to  appeal  to  the  sense  of  humor  as  well  as 
to  the  sense  of  drama.  Chaplin  is  balanced  by  such  producers  as 
Eisenstein;  Fields,  by  Steinbeck;  and  the  extremes  are  balanced  by 
lighter  comedies  and  dramas.  Carnival  in  Flanders,  Moby  Dick 
Treasure  of  the  Sierra  Madre. 

Occasionally  the  Guild  presents  the  unique,  films  and  producers 
that  are  above  contrast:  Cocteau,  the  child,  the  seer,  the  magician,

endless  source  of  ideowonders  in  one. 
Perhaps    the   reader   is   acquainted 
with    Cocteau's    Strange   Ones;    he'll 
want  to  see  Beauty  and  the  Beast. 

Cocteau  asks  to  appeal  to  the  child 
in  the  audience.  He  asks  it  to  relax 
and  participate  in  fantasy  with  him; 
he  wants  it  to  believe  that  the  hands 
of  a  beast  will  turn  to  smoke.  The 
audience  sees  that  the  key  to  Cocteau 
is  child-like  simplicity;  it  must  under- 
stand without  thinking. 

What  Is  a  more  natural  fantasy 
than  a  statue  coming  to  life,  water 
becoming  smoke,  a  beast  becoming  a 
prince  of  attainment? 

The  story  is  a  very  simple  one:  a 
rose  is  stolen;  the  thief  must  be  pun- 
ished; to  save  her  father,  Beauty  will 
live  with  the  Beast;  Beauty  and  the

Students  Here  To 
Be  Briefed  On  AF 
Cadet  Program 

Aviation  Cadet  Selection  Team  101, 
from  Parks  Air  Force  Base,  will  be 
on  campus  tomorrow  and  Friday  to 
give  particulars  concerning  the  cadet 
program  to  interested  students,  Major 
D.  B.  O'Hara,  team  president,  an- 
nounced last  week. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  cadet  train- 
ing, O'Hara  stated,  one  must  be  a  sin- 
gle, male  citizen  of  the  United  States 
between  the  ages  of  19  and  26  Vi. 

Educational  requirements  have  been 
lowered  recently  so  that  high  school 
graduate*  may  qualify.  A  high  school 
.  diploma  Is  necessary,  O'Hara  added. 
This  is  the  first  time  since  World  War 
II  that  both  pilot  and  observer  train- 
ing has  been  open  to  high  school  grad- 
uates. 

Major  O'Hara  pointed  out  that  the 
observer  training  is  just  as  important 
as  the  pilot  training,  although  not 
many  persons  are  aware  of  what  con- 
stitutes the  observer's  job.  He  said 
that  the- observers  are  rated,  flying  of- 
ficers, who  have  the  same  opportunity 
for  promotion  and  advancement  as 
the  pilots.

Submit  Reports 
For  Payments 

Korean  Veterans  attending  the  col- 
lege under  Public  Law  550  must  sign 
their  monthly  reports  between  No- 
vember 30  and  December  4  on  the 
second  floor  of  Building  3  here,  Betty 
Arnold,  secretary  for  veteran  affairs, 
has  announced. 

These  monthly  reports',  Miss  Arnold 
said,  are  actually  a  verification  that 
the  student  is  still  attending  college 
and  that  his  grades  are  above  the 
minimum  requirements.  Until  the  ver- 
ification is  made  the  Veterans  Admin- 
istration will  not  send  the  veteran  his 
allowance. 

The  report  is  also  a  verification  of 
the  number  of  dependents  t>-ing  sup- 
ported by  the  veteran.  A  single  stu- 
dent carrying  14  units  receives  $110 
per  month,  a  student  with  one  de- 
pendent $135  and  a  student  with  two 
or  more  dependents  receives  $160  per 
month.  Miss  Arnold  said. 

The  amount  of  units  being  carried 
by  a  student  also  effects  the  allow- 
ance, she  explained. 

A  single  student  carrying  seven  to 
nine  units  receives  $50  per  month,  a 
student  with  one  dependent  receives 
$60  and  a  student  with  two  or  more 
dependents  receives  $80.  A  single  stu- 
dent carrying  10  to  13  units  receives 
$80,  a  student  with  one  dependent 
$100  and  a  student  with  two  or  more 
receives  $120.

He  defined  ceramics  as,  "an  art  where  one  obtains  results  in  the  beginning 
and  at  the  end  of  a  lifetime,  yet  he  feels  as  though  he  has  only  scratched  the 
surface."

Reaching  For  New  Vantages  Of 
Understanding  And  Appreciation

IT  IS  possible  that  the  first  pur- 
pose  of  the  critic  is  to  intro- 
duce his  readers  to  quality  in  the 
field  he  undertakes  to  evaluate. 

Foremost  in  his  mind  should  be  the 
discovery  and  revelation  of  the  new 
and  the  old,  developing  in  his  readers 
a  desire,  an  anticipation,  and  a  capa- 
city to  appreciate.  Here,  the  critic,  in 
enjoying  a  certain  desire  and  antici- 
pation eomingled  with  prophesy, 
hopes  to  invest  his  readers  with  sim- 
ilar enjoyments,  at  the  same  time, 
developing  the  need  and  ability  to  ap- 
preciate. 

With  this  In  mind,  the  critic  has  <*>•■ 
lected  a  relatively  unknown  creator 
and  a  frequently  unappreciated  crea- 
tion: Dylan  Thomas  and  Beethoven* 
ninth  symphony. 

Dylan  Thomas,  poet-writer,  recently 
died  in  New  York  after  thirty-nine 
years  in  mystical  earth  and  heaven.- 
The  virile  innovationist,  lyrical  Welch- 
man  blooming  with  energetic  imagery 
and  prophecy,  wrote  enough  to  keep 
■  the  English  speaking  world  in  think- 
ing material  and  emotional  impetus 
for  a  lorig  while  to  come. 

Deaf,  he  might  now  Incite  the  ap- 
preciation and  fame  due  him.  Little 
has  been  said  about  the  man  hut  little 
need  be;  the  man  and  his  work  are 
inseparable,  yet,  have  an  existence 
apart.  Thomas'  genius  found  Hself  in 
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surealism  and  conveys  Itself  in  ring- 
ing clarity,  a  clarity  of  style  and  pur- 
pose that  leaves  Imitators  and  mast- 
ers of  prosaic  chit-chat  In  pulp  and 
ashes. 

Thomas  will  undoubtedly  gain  hold 
as  one  of  the  great  and  sincere  mod- 
ernists and  maintain  the  position  until 
he  develops  and  offsprings. 

It's  time  San  Francisco  heard  an 
unadulterated  performance  of  the 
ninth  (Pioral)  symphony-^ After  list- 
ening to  edited  versions  (probably  de- 
signed for  the  diletante  who  rents  his 
tuxedo  by  the  hour)  listeners  have  de- 
veloped neither  the  patience  nor  the 
understanding  necessary  to  sitting 
through  its  entirety.  The  ninth  is  an 
experience  and  evening  in  one;  the 
first  and  third  movements  build  an 
emotional  pressure  climaxed  and 
purged  in  the  choral  movement. 

The  choral  without  the  emototlonal 
development  that  makes  It  possible  is 
a  violent,  flre-hurstlng  bombardment 
of  the  ear  drums.  That  Beetho\-en 
reached  a  depth  of  profundity  is  evi- 
dent In  the  introductory  movements 
and  the  terrible  cxhaltation  In  the 
choral,  almost  beyond  music,  the  voice 
of  a  (leaf  Innerself. 

And  on  his  deathbed  he  raised  him- 
self, shook  his  fist  at  the  sky,  and 
died.  It  won't  be  appreciated  until 
presented  without  the  detriment  "of 
economic  programming.

Modesto  Comeback 
Falls  Short  As 
Rams  Win,  2421

City  College  climaxed  a  season- 
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long  uphill  drive  last  Friday  at 
Kezar  Stadium  by  knocking  off 
the  Modesto  Junior  College  Pi- 
rates, 24  to  21,  to  clinch  second  place 
in  finaL  Big  Seven  Conference  stand- 
ings. 

Coach  Grover  Klemmer's  Rams 
finished  the  season  with  four  wins,  a 
loss,  and  a  tie,  to  finish  one  notch  back 
of  undefeated  West  Contra  Costa. 

After  rolling  up  an  unexpected  24 
to  0  lead  in  the  first  two  quarters,  the 
Rams  eased  up  and  went  scoreless  in~ 
the  last  half  while  the  favored  Mo- 
destans  were  chalking  up  three  touch- 
downs and  just  fell  short  of  pulling 
the  game  out  of  the  Are.  The  vaunted 
Pirate  offensive  was  held  to  a  minus 
five  yards  gained  on  the  ground  in  the 
first  half  by  the  Ram  line. 

End  Rudy  Buffln,  the  all-conference 
baseball  -star  who  had  been  shelved 
most  of  the  football  season  with  a 
gimpy  knee,  tallied  City  College's  first 
two  touchdowns.  Both  scores  came  in 
the  first  period  and  resulted  from 
passes. 
Buffin  Scores 

Twelve  minutes  into  the  quarter, 
Quarterback  Ray  Arata  dropped  back 
from  the  50-yard  line  and  fired  a  pass 
to  Buffin,  who  made  the  catch  in  front 
of  the  City  College  rooting  section  on 
the  20  and,  after  losing  his  helmet  on 
the  10,  powered  into  the  end  zone 
with  a  Modestan  hanging  on.

James  then  kicked-off  to  the  Mo- 
desto 16  where  Pirate  halfback  Arlo 
Wendstrand  let  the  free  ball  go  and 
Center  Earl  Smith  pounced  on  the 
pigskin  for  a  City  College  recovery 
Halfback  Jim  Frank  and  Fullback 
Don  Brand  then  picked  up  a  couple 
of  yards,  followed  by  an  Arata  incom- 
plete pass.

On  fourth  down.  Arata  spotted 
Buffin  free  in  the  right  hand  corner 
and  tossed  the  distance  for  the  touch- 
down. James'  point-after-touchdown 
attempt  was  wide  to  the  left,  but  the 
redshirts  were  on  the  long  end  of  a 
12  to  0  score. 

At  the  outset  of  the  second  quarter. 
Earl  Smith  intercepted  a  Modesto 
aerial  thrown  by  Quarterback  Ray 
Dellavecchia  on  the  Pirates'  34  and 
scampered  all  the  way  to  paydirt. 
James  once  again  kicked  wide  to  the 
left  on  the  conversion  try,  but  the 
gap  widened,  18  to  0. 

The  final  City  College  tally  came 
when  End  Rich  Oliver  stole  the  ball 
from  Dellavecchia,  who  was  back  to 
pass,  and  sped  31  yards  to  score.

Cloud  Hall,   the  new  edifice 

behind  the  main  building  here 

at  the  college,   is  scheduled  to 

open  for  classes  sometime  next 

March,  President  Louis  G.  Conlan  an- 
nounced last  week. 

The  new  building,  which  was  de- 
signed by  architect  Milton  Pfluger 
and  is  being  constructed  by  Cahill 
Brothers,  will  be  the  new  site  of  the 
Business  department  and  engineering, 
drafting,  and  architectural  depart- 
ments, along  with  thirty  classrooms. 
The  specjaj  police  training  laboratory 
will  also  be  located  there,  President 
Conlan  stated. 

The  top  floor  of  the  building  Is  to 
house  the  college  library.  Ample  stor- 
age spare  has  been  provided,  he  added, 
and  when  Cloud  Hall  takes  over  much 
of  the  burden  of  the  main  building, 
storage  space  will  be  provided  there 
also. 

Buildings  1  and  2  on  the  west  cam- 
pus are  to  be  used  after  the  new  build- 
ing is  completed  until  student  activ- 
ities can  be  housed  in  the  propoc»d 
Student  Union  building.  President 
Conlan  said. 

Located  in  the  Student  Union  build- 
ing will  be  the  fountain,  cafeteria, 
hotel  and  restaurant  department,  and 
the  Ramporium,  the  student  book- 
store. 

The  parking  lot  will  be  continued 
to  be  used  until  the  city  takes  over 
the  west  campus,  President  Conlan 
said.  After  that,  he  added,  the  park- 
ing problem  remains  to  be  solved. 

It  was  the  proposed  idea  to  utilize 
the  space  north  of  the  main  building, 
the  site  of  the  present  housing  project, 
Hurley  Village,  but  this  was  deemed 
impractical,  he  declared. 

Dedicatory  ceremonies  for  the  build- 
ing, which  was  named  in  honor  of  Dr. 
A,  J.  Cloud,  President  Emeritus  of  the 
eollege,  are  tentatively  set  for  some- 
time In  Mareh.  around  the  time  that 
elasses  are  begun,  the  president  said. 
He  added  that  the  eollege  hoped  to 
receive  favorable  publicity  through 
the  ceremonies. 

Landscaping  that  is  now  going 
ahead  will  be  completed  by  the  time 
classes  are  open,  President  Conlan 
emphasized,  and  the  space  between 
the  main  building  and  Cloud  Hal]  is 
to  be  a  place  of  relaxation  for  stu- 
dents. Benches  are  to  be  provided  here.

Faithful'  Now 
On  West  Campus

"Where's  the  airwick?",  or 
"Who  threw  away  his  chemistry 
experiment  ?"  are  only  a  few  of 
the  comments  flying  loud  and 
fast  around  the  west  campus  lately  as 
the  college  has  turned  itself  into  a 
second  Yellowstone  National  Park. 

Geysers  of  hot  steam  and  mud  have 
been  both  gushing  and  trickling  from 
various  underground  pipes  near  west 
campus  buildings.  As  much  as  85 
pounds  of  pressure  scattered  hot  mud 
near  Building  IS. 

Outside  of  Building  4  a  veritable 
geyser  has  developed.  Apparently  the 
steam  does  not  annoy  a  few  students 
who  were  seen  using  this  facility  for 
separating  glued  papers. 

According  to  P.  L.  Schlesenger, 
head  custodian  here,  broken  steam- 
pipes  are  the  cause  of  the  trouble. 
Aided  by  the  dampness  of  the  soil,  a 
chemical  reaction  was  set  up  between 
the  acid  in  the  clay  and  the  outer 
covering  of  the  pipes,  causing  the  out- 
er layers  to  erode  and  the  steam  to 
escape. 

Last  Wednesday  work  was  started 
on  the  underground  pipes  outside  of 
Building  4.  Workmen  were  busy -dig- 
ging up  the  soil  in  order  to  repair  the 
Pjpes. 

■  Because  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
janitorial  staff,  the  college-has  not  felt 
any  harmful  effects  from  the  broken 
pipes.  All  the  west  campus  classrooms 
are  well  heated  as  usual.  The  reason 
is  that  the  pipes  wera  quickly  moved 
from  underground  to  above  the  walk- 
ways, a  temporary  measure  since  the 
west  campus  classrooms  will  probably 
not  be  in  use  too  much  longer

Many  a  football  official  occasionally 
thinks  such,  among  them  Roy 
Diederichsen.  one  of  the  college  phy- 
sical education  Instructors,  who  Is 
an  active  official  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  Conference.

Conlan  Expresses 
Sympathy  Over 
Death  Of  Tomer 

It  was  with  the  deepest  sympathy 
that  President  U>uis  ('.  Conlan' last 
week  announced  to  the  college  the 
death  of  Stephen  J  Tomer,  faculty 
member  here  since  1937.  Tomer  was  a 
chemist i>  Instructor  at  the  time  of 
his  death. 

He  died  suddenly  of  a  heart  attack 
on  December  23,  1953.  Tomer  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife  and  by  his  mother 
who  is  a  resident  of  Plainsville,  Ohio. 
He  had  no  brothers  or 

vices  were  held  in  San  Francisco 
on  December  26  and  the  burial  was  at 
Plainsville  on  Decomt>or  28. 

Dr  Conlan  said  that  Tomer  was  an 
nut  standing  instructor  sincerely  inter- 
estcd  in  the  welfare  of  his  students 
and  that  his  death  was  a  great  loss  to 
the  college  faculty  who  held  him  in 
the  highest  respect  and  esteem. 

Before  coming  to  City  College  of 
San  Francisco  Tomer  was  on  the  fac- 
ulty of  St.  Mary's  College  where  he 
instructed  for  13  years. 

Tomer  received  his  A.B.  from  Hei- 
delberg College  and  his  M  A.  from 
Stanford  University  and  had  known 
Dr.  Conlan  since  1926.

►T^HIS  week,  today,  in  fact,  the  most  important 
•*■  event  of  the  semester  here  takes  place  —  the 
semi-annual  Associated  Student  elections. 

Much  has  been  written  in  the  past  urging  sup- 
port for  AS  elections  and  much  more  will  be 
written  in  the  future.  Examples  of  such  writing 
are  the  time  Worn  cliches,  'vote  as  you  please, 
but-please  vote?"  "Noting  is  not  only  a  privilege, 
but  also  a- duty,"  "wo  don't  support  a»  candidate, 
but  we  do  support  a  vote,''  "voting  is  the  life- 
blood  of  democracy." 

The  list  of  similar  phrasings  is  endless;  but  what 
are  words  without  actions  to  carry  them  out? 

In  recent  elections  response  to  these  truthful 
and  sincere  urgings  has  been  incredibly  slight. 
For  instance,  out  of  approximately  1400  possible 
voters  last  semester,  only  400  Associated  Student 
members  came  to  the  polls. 

Four  hundred  voters  out.-ef-Ta  possible  1400, 
that's  twenty-nine  per  cent  —  twenty-nine  per 
cent  of  Ihe  Associated  Students  who  managed  to 
elect  the  people  who  would  direct  the  college's 
extra-curricular  activities  for  a  six  month  period. 

More  important,  these  elected  members  would 
direct   how  to  spend  the  association's  funds  to 


which  each  of  the  non-voters  as  well  as  the  vot- 
ers gave  five  dollars. 

To  some  of  the  1000  nori-voters  a  five  dollar  in- 
vestment may  seem  an  incidental  sum,  not  worth 
taking  interest  in,  hut  any  sound  businessman  will 
say  that  an  investment,  no  matter  how  small,  is 
important;  important"  enough  to  observe  closely 
and  to  help  grow. 

that  investment  and  directing  its  growth  only  a 
fool  would  fail  to  have  something  to  say  about 
who  will  do  the  directing  of  spending  his  funds. 

The  only  way  for  the  average  Associated  Stu- 
dent member  to  have  his  voice  heard  concerning 
expenditure  of  his  five  dollar  investment  is  to 
vote. 

Editors  will  extoll  the  virtues  of  voting  until 
time  endless  as  being  "the  life-blood  of  democ- 
racy," "the  exercise  of  a  privilege  and  a  duty," 
and  so  forth. 

Fine  and  ideal  reasons  to  "get  out  the  vote," 
but  be  practical  about  it  —

Brachiopods,  bryzoans,  and  other 
plant-like  animals  Which  roamed  the 
shallow  seas  of  the  Mississippian  re- 
gions make  up  most  of  the  fossilized 
matter  of  the  pillars.  This  fossilized 
formed  rock  is  called  Indiana  lime- 
stone, a  popular  type  of  rock  used  in

"Some  two-hundred  million  years 
ago,  these  animal*  walked  the  sea 
bottoms  while  The  amphibeans  were 
starting  their  aseent  from  the  hind  to 
the  water.  These  fossils  are  really  the 
skeletal  remains  of  the  animals  which 
were  piled  in  large  layers  and  after 
the  passing  of  many  ages  formed  the 
vast  limestone  regions  of  Indiana  and 
the   Mississippi  area. 

Strangely  enough  the  great  .eastern 
coal  bedtT  along  the  Appalachians 
were  about  to  be  formed  at  the  same 
time  by  the  large  tropical  forests  of 
ferns,  some  of  which  reached  a  height 
of  ■  hundred  feet. 

With  such  a  historic  background,  it 
is  no  wonder  that  these  pillars  of  this 
limestone  are  so  impressive  as  they 
stand  silently  liefore  the  entrances  of 
the  public  buildings  as  well  as  the  col- 
lege What  could  lie  better  than  a  co- 
Iniilding  for  the  future  built  of 
the  past?

Snake  Raising 

Student  Keeps 
Two  Boas,  One 
Python  As  Pets

Some  landlords  may  object  to  rent- 
ing apartments  to  families  that  have 
children  or  dogs,  but  apparentiv  there 
is  no  objection  to  raising  snakes. 

William  A.  Carney,  student  at  the 
college,  can  verify  this  statement  by 
the  fact  that  he  raises  two  boa  con- 
strictors and  one  python  snake  which 
he  keeps  In  glass  <  ages  in  his  apart- 
ment. 

Carney  can't  remember  when  he  ac- 
tually became  interested  in  snakes 
but  recalls  bringing  home  small 
varieties  while  still  a  child  in  Ala- 
bama. He  has  since  graduated  up  the 
scale  to  what  he  terms  "a.  normal  in- 
terest in  reptiles." 

The  two  l»a  constrictors,  who  arc 
about  three  years  old  and  a  mere  five 
feet  long,  were  born  in  this  country, 
but  their  parents  were  of  South  Amer- 
ican descent.  The  python,  who  made 
his  way  to  this  country  from  India,  is 
about  five  years  old  and  measures 
nine  feet  from  his  nose  to  the  tip  of 
his  tail.  Carney  has  had  the  snakes 
about  two  years  after  acquiring  them 
while  in  Florida. 

A  regular  feeding  schedule  is  set  up 
by  Carney  which  consists  of  one  meal 
per  month.  At  this  time  the  two  boa 
constrictors  receive  a  couple  of  live 
hamsters  or  guinea  pigs,  but  the  py- 
thon, because  of  his  larger  stature, 
dines  On  whole  rabbits 

Although  Carney  hasn't  named 
them,  he  states  that  the  snakes  do 
have  different  personalities.  "One  gets 
angry  easily  while  another  hisses 
quite  a  lot.  All  three  can  be  held  in 
my  ha  nils  depending  on  their  moods," 
he  said,  "and  on  occasion  I  can  even 
stroke  the  python's  head  much  the 
same  as  petting  a  dot;."         • 

When  the  snakes  outgrow  his  apart- 
ment Carney  intends  to  donate  them 
to  the  zoo. 

When  asked  if  he  had  any  other 
hobbies  Carney  said,  with  a  -tin.  "I'm 
afraid  I'm  all  wrapped  up  in  this  one."

A  surprisingly  poor  turnout  marked  the  Associated  Student  elec- 
tion here  last  week  in  which  Joe  Garbarino  won  the  AS  presidency 
for  the  coming  semester  and  Vice-President  Alberta  Cordini  re- 
ceived a  comparatively  large  vote  of  confidence. 

Garbarino  defeated  Ed  Hjerpe,  United  Student  Association  can- 
didate, by  139  votes  in  the  largest  vote  registered,  as  the  Tnter- 

Fraternlty  Council   made  virtually  a     -    '  ; 

clean  sweep.  Even  for  the  important 
presidential  post,  however,  only  549 
of  some  1900  eligible  voters  went  to 
the  polls. 

Miss  Cordini.  the  IFC  choice  for 
vice-president  of  the  AS,  ran  unop- 
posed and  received  over  80  per  cent 
(it  the  voters'  support. 

In  other  important  races,  Jan  SeW- 
,ill  (IFC)  captured  the  presidency  of 
'lie  Associated  Women  Students  by  a 
wide  margin  ovur  Jan  Michel  (USA), 
;md  Jim  Vickers  (IFC»  edged  out  Al 
Palacio  (USA)  for  the  office  of  sopho- 
„  more  president.  Bill  Boldenweck,  the 
'IFC  candidate  for  the  office  of  Asso- 
i  Kited  Men  Student  president,  ran  un- 
opposed, as  did  Joseph  Paul  Ortiz, 
who  received  the  support  of  both 
parties. 

The  IFC  swept  the  race  for  the 
seven  sophomore  council  positions. 
Roberta  Usher  won  the  most  support, 
with  George  Saba,  Brad  Owens,  Mikie 
Wrcnn,  Alice  St.  Louis,  William  Phil- 
lips and  Ken  Felldin  also  winning 
I>osts  and  finishing  in  that  order. 

Their  greatest  opposition  was  pro- 
vided by  Emily  Hardy  (USA),  who 
missed  a  seat  on  the  council  by  only 
five  votes,  and  by  Dot  Cutler,  who  fin.

•And.  so  saying,  news  editor  Paul 
Bacon  of  the  University  of  Toronto's 
student  newspaper  resigned  his  job. 
He  was  protesting  the  burning  in  ef- 
figy of  Senator  Joseph  McCarthy  by 
fellow  students,  who  performed  the 
act  one  night  with  the  full  support  of 
the  paper. 

SWEETER  SWEET  CORN:  A  new 
variety  of  eorn — four  times  aB  sweet 
as  any  now  known  -has  been  devel- 
oped by  a  botanist  at  the  University 
of  Illinois.

Dean  Browne  stated  that  it  was  ad- 
visable  for  anyone  who  plans  to  park 
on  campus  this  semester  to  obtain 
permits.  These  permits  are  available 
at  the  dean's  office  in  Building  2  be- 
tween the  hours  of  8  and  11  and  12 
and  4.  Students  should  present  their 
car  registration  slip  and  Associated 
Student  membership  card,  Browne 
said. 

Parking  is  allowed  in  the  west  cam- 
pus-parking lots,  the  unpaved  area 
between  Building  13  and  Phelan  Ave- 
nue, and  on  the  circle  drive,  except  in 
red,  yellow,  or  white  zones,  the  dean 
stated. 

No  parking  is  allowed  on  the  ramps 
at  either  side  of  the  Main  Building,  he 
said.  Lawns  and  narrow  roads  on  the 
west  campus  are  not  to  be  used  either, 
he  added.

Penalty  for  not  fol- 
lowing the  rule  will  be  stoppage  of 
publication  by  the  board  for  the  Asso- 
ciated Students. 

2.  All  posters  which  are  to  be  put 
on,  campus  must  be  approved  by  the 
chairman  before  posting.  Violation  of 
the-  poster  rules  will  be  immediate 
removal  of  the  posters. 

It  was  stre«»ecl  by  Meister  that 
these  regulations  were  instituted  for 
the  protection  and  furtherance  of  the 
good  name  of  the  college  as  well  as 
for  the  protection  of  any  individual 
organizations  concerned.

Batteries  of  tests  designed  to  locate 
a  students  interests  and  abilities  in 
certai'i  fields  are  available  at  the  eol- 
1  nese  tests,  which  are  similar 
to  the  one* -taken  when  onjeririg  the 
college,    may    be    taken    try   students 


after  first  teeing  their  counselor  and 
making  an  appointment,  according  to 
Thomas  Nesbitt,  hedtl  of  research  and 
testing  here. 

A  student's  future  performance' and 
success  in  a  certain  field  may  to  some 
extent  be  determined,  hut  primarily 
the  tests  are  designed  to  help  a  stU- 
dent   help  himself.- 

"The  fundamental  purpose  of  the 
test."  Nesbitt   states,  "is  to  predict." 

Not  only  will  these  tests  help  a  stu- 
dent to  locate  his  interests,  hut  they 
will  also  help  erase  doubt  in  the 
minds  of  students  who  tninfc  they 
are  pursuing  the  right  vocational 
goal. 

The  counsellors  at  the  college  have 


been  schooled  in  the  proper  u 
the  tests  and  can,  after  complc 
examinations,  help  the  student 
mine  his  vocational  goal. 

"We  feel."  Nesbitt   said,  "that  te«t» 
can   help  if  properly  used."

Trained  job  applicants  are  still 
in  demand,  although  part  time 
jobs  are  not  as  plentiful  Its  last 
semester,  said  Joseph  Amori,  di- 
rector of  placement  services  here.  - 

Those  in  demand_  are  typists,  sten- 
ographers, accountant*,  office  ma- 
chine— operators  "and  other" 
personnel,  who  will  receive  about  the 
same  wages  as  last  semester,  ranging 
from  $1.25  to  $1.50  per  hour  In  most 
ease:  the  hours  are  from  1  pm  to  5 
I  n.,  with  occasional  Saturday  work, 
he  said. 

The  entire  labor  market,  staled 
Amori,  is  characterised  by  a  fl 
The  employer  *s  now  in  a  position  to 
use  more  selective  methods  in  hiring 
personnel  such  as  tests  and  thorough 
investigation  of  the  applicants  schol- 
astic records.  One  of  the  reasons  for 
this  situation  is  due  to  a  decrease  In 
the  shifting  of  jobs.  Workers  are  now 
remaining  on  their  jobs  and  are  put- 
ting in  a  full  day's  work  for  pay  re- 
ceived.

Mure  than  700  veterans  are  in  at- 
tendance at  the  college  this  semester, 
Dr.  F.  Grant  Marsh,  coordinator  of 
student  welfare,  announced  'recently. 

Six  hundred  fifty-five  of  these  are 
Studying  under  federal  laws  and 
eighteen  under  the  California  state 
law.  he  said. 

Federal  benefits  are  provided  b,y 
four  Jaws.  Veterans  of  Work^Jfv'ar 
Two  are  covered  by  public  laws  346 
and  16.  Public  laws  ">0  and  894  are 
applicable  to  Korean  veterans 

Marsh  stated  that  those  veterans 
enrolled  under  laws  346,  16  and  550 
are  eligible  to  receive  their  books 
free  of  charge,  and  that  any  veteran 
covered  by  these  laws  who  has  nut 
obtained  his  hooks  may  do  so  hy  ap- 
plying at  his  office.

Hits  Bay  Area 

.  A  rather  peculiar  disease  has  vi.sited 
a  score  of  Bay  Area  youths  within  the 
past  few  weeks,  leaving  diagnosti- 
cians,'parents,  and  victims  in  wonder- 
ment. 

i  Current  medical  belief  is  that  the 
disease  is  a  virus,  and  the  virus  has 
lieen  labeled,  mononucleoses  The  name 
is  derived  from  one  of  the  peculiar 
effects  of  the. infectjon  -  the  multi- 
fold increase  of  white  blood  cells  hav. 
ing  abnormal  shape  and  a  single 
nucleorjs 

High  fever,  swollen  lymph  glands. 
liver  ailment,  sore  throat,  leg  pains, 
headaches,  stillness  of  the  neck,  stom- 
ach and  chest  pains  are  some  o(  the 
symptoms.  Symptoms  discomfort  t In- 
patient for  two  or  three  weeks  and 
leave   no  permanent   damage. 

Twenty  years,  ago.  people  called  the 
e  grippe  or  glandular  fever,  and 
Were  at  a  loss  tr>  find  an  effective 
cure.  Today,  the  infection  has  been 
identified  and  named  but  still  lacks  an 
effective  anti-biotic  or  clrfog  cure. 

Diagnosis  is  simpfe-antl  effective.  A 
sample  of  the  MispWted  host's  blood 
serum  Is  combined 'hlth  a  sample  of 
sheep  bloorl.  If  the  cells  of  the  sheep 
blood  huddle  together,  identification 
of  the  diseiiH"  I  confirmed,  and  the 
patient  is  recommended  two  Of  three 
weeks  of  rest  and  comfort—  perhaps, 
the  reason  the  disease  Is  particularly 
popular  wtih  college  students. 

Run-down  college  students,  who 
have  pursued  too  rigorous  a  program 
or  taken  a  steady  breakfast  diet  of 
coffee  and  a  page  or  two  of  the  R 
o'clock  text,  are,  as  a  group,  the  most 
susceptible. 

The  disease  is  as  prevalent  at 
penumonia  but  rarely  as  serious.  The 
15  to  30  age  group  is  most  likely  to 
contract  the  disease,  and  persons  be- 
yond middle  age  are  immune  to  it  if

ON  BEHALF  of  the  entire  college  and  anyone  who  realizes  the 
value  of  higher  education,  The  Guardsman  joins  in  opposing 
the  proposed  plan  of  the  City  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  lease 
the  land  on"  the  corner  of  Ocean  and  phelan  Avenues  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  any  type  of  restaurant. 

Public  opinion,  the  master  of  all   public  officials'  destinies,  is 
certaiftl|  against  such  a -proposal.  The  list  of  citizens  and  promt. 
nent  municipal  officials  who  have  gone  on  record  against  the  move  *T 
verifies  that. 

Reasobs.  for  such  opposition  are  sound  and  valid;  a  restaurant 
of  the  type  this  would  be,  attracts  the  usual  crowds  vvlki  are  easily 
led  into' such  a  place  ■gneffind  nothing  better  to  dg  limn  "hang-out" 
there.  These  ""hangers-on,"'  unfortunately,  become  restless  and 
naturally  resort  to  the  common  teen-age  mischirvousness  identi- 
fied withrsuch  "hang:outs." 

Their  acts  of  mischief  would  be  directly  identified  with  the  col- 
lege, while  the  college  would  have  no  control  over  them.  Besides 
the  ill-will  they  would  create,  think  of  the  classroom  disturbances 
and  interference  with  Associated  Student  activities.

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Purpose  Of  The  Campus  Police 
In  Unfair  Budget  Demand 


'T'HE -orighial purpose  in  forming  the  campus  police  seems  to  have 
■"•    been  lost  in  recent  weeks  by  that  Associated  Student  sponsored 
organization. 

This  purpose  was  a  two-sided  affair,  one  which  would  benefit 
hoth  the  police  and  the  association.  On  one  hand  the  police  trainees 
would  get  actual  on-the-job  work  and  on  the  other  the  Associated 
Students  would  receive  the  services  of  the  trainees. 

To  ge).  these  services  the  AS  agreed  to  sponsor  the  police  by  put- 
ting them  on  a  budget  and  spending  a  considerable  amount  for,such 
necessary  items  as  uniforms.'  '"1~~\ 

Now,  however,  the  police  want  a  salary  for  their  work  in  addition 
to  the  uniforms  and  experience.  Is  that  fair  to  anyone? 

»t  hfcWi  far  away  from  the  original  purpose  the  police  have 
strayed  ejtn  be  shown  by  their  method"  of  presenting  the  police  bud- 
get to  the  Student  Council,  a  budget  which  included  the  salr.ry  item. 

A  faculty  member  represented  the  police  at  council  despite  the 
fact  that  an  AS  Presidential  Cabinet  position  is  set  up  for  the  stu- 
dent chief.  This  representative,  in  fact,  "demanded"  the  money  be 
given  "or  else  no  campus  police  services."  He  made  his  "demand" 
to  a  group  which  he  labelled  "immature." 

The  immaturity  rests  elsewhere;  to  compromise  is  the  mark  of 
the  mature  mind,  but  the  campus  police  haven't  seemed  to  want 
compromise. 

—  It's  time  the  group  realized  what  their  purpose  here  is,  how  reali- 
zation of  that  purpose  will  benefit  all,  and  time  they  truly  join  with 
the  rest  of  the  Associated  Student  'family"  in  working  agreement.

Baxter  Named  To  All -League 

All -Conference  Selections  Release  J 
By  Coaches;  Dunn  On  Second  Team 

Two  members  of  City  College's  second-place  basketball  team 
have  been  named  to  the  1954  Big  Seven  All-Conference  team  as 
released  last  week  by  Dr.  H.  F.  Taggart,  conference  commissioner. 

Forward  Warren  Baxter  was  a  unanimous  choice  for  the  first 
team  and  center  Theopolis  Dunn  was  selected  for  the  second  squad. 

Others  named  to  the  first  team  were  forward  Willie  Rock, 
■ *r  Modesto 
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center  Eural  McKelvey, 
West  Contra  Costar  guards  Charles 
Young,  SacrarreeTiflj^norJoTfnny  Sul- 
livan.  West  TTonti'a  Costa.  McKelvey, 
the  only  repeater  from  last  season, 
and  Young  were  unanimous  choices 
with  Baxter. 

The  second  team  was  composed  of 
forwards  Chuck  Bogle,  San  Mateo, 
and  George  Slender,  Santa  Rosa; 
center  Dunn;'  guards  Bob  Hodges, 
Modesto,  and  Jack  Cheney,  Stockton. 
The  all-conference  squad  is  selected 
by  the  coaches  of  the  member  col- 
leges. Each  coach  nominates  two  men 
for  honors,  with  the  exception  of  the 
conference  champion,  whose  coach 
nominates  three.  Modesto  won  the 
championship  this  season  and  won 
the  right  of  choosing  a  trie. 

These  names  are  put  on  a  master 
list  and  each  coach  selects  a  first  and 
second  team.  A  eoaeh  Is  not  allowed 
to  vote  for  his  own  players,  so  a 
unanimous  choice  will  receive  six 
votes  for  the  first  team. 

Baxter  was  one  of  the  most  im- 
proved players  in  the  Big  Seven  this 
year.  A  substitute  guard  last  year 
and  an  average  forward  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  season,  he  had  developed 
as  a  big  scorer  by  the  lieginning  of 
conference  play  and-  collected  212 
points  in  12  games  for  an  average  of 
17.7. 

His  speed  and  ball-handling  ability 
made  the  Rams  a  great  exponent  of 
the  fast  break.  Baxter  was  second  in 
scoring  only  to  McKelvey,  who  cap- 
tured the  title  for J  he  second  straight 
ear.

Immigration  Laws  May  Force 
Margot  Cohen  To  Leave  Country

Margot  Cohen,  a  stateless  orphan  as  |  managed  to  reach  Holland. 

.*     ,  ,.r     ,.,,,      tt    .  v,    ,u„„ni,t'      With  the  subsequent  occupation  of 
a  iesult  of  World  War  II,  who  thought! 

she  had  finally  found  a  haven  when 
she  arrived  in  the  United  Sta"tes  two 
years  ago,  now   finds   herself  facing 


deportation  with  such  dubious  com- 
pany as  Lucky  Luciano  and  Dick 
Haymes,  because  of  Technicalities  in 
the  Federal  Immigration  laws. 

The  22  year  old  student,  fighting  to 
stay  in  control  of  her  emotions,  ex- 
plained her  case  before  Student  Coun- 
cil last  week  and  a£ked  student  sup- 
port of  a  bill  introduced  in  her  behalf 
by  Representative  John  J.  Allen  of 
California,  which  provide*  that  she 
be  permitted  to  remain  in  this  country 
and  apply  for  naturalization.  One 
number  will  be  deleted  from  the  Ger- 
man immigration  quota  if  the  bill  is 
passed. 

Miss  Cohen's  predicament  is  a  re- 
sult of  her  birth  in  Goch,  a  city  in 
East  Germany,  now  under  Russian 
control.  Fleeing  from  Nazi  oppression 


'  the  Netherlands,  she  was  interned  in 
I  a  concentration  camp,  from  which  she 
escaped  with  the  aid  of  the  under- 
ground. Her  entire  family  was  killed 
in  concentration  camps,  but  she  was 
able  to  remain  in  hiding  until  the  end 
of  the  wax~   . 

Tracing  her  only  living  relatives  to 
Haiti,  she  joined  them  and  subse- 
quently was  granted  a  student  visa  to 
the  Cnited  States.  Her  aunt  and  uncle 
followed  on  the  regular  quota.  The 
visa  has  now  expired  and  because  the 
immigration  regulations  of  Haiti  pre- 
vent renewal,  Miss  Cahen  finds  her- 
self in  the  position  of  having  to  leave 
this  country  with  no  practical  place 
to  go. 

The  Jewish  Welfare  Federation 
contacted  Representative  Allen,  who 
presented  her  case  to  the  House  in  his 
bill.  She  is  now  under  technical  ar- 
rest, pending  the  disposition  of  her 
case. 

After  hearing  the  facts'  council  im- 
mediately passed  a  resolution  sup- 
porting  the   bill  which   will   be   for-

Or  'Hell  Week" And  Ridicule?

EXT  Monday  marks  the  beginning  here  of  a  period  which  is  ly«« 
ditionally  know«~in  college '  circles  as  "Hell  Week,"  the  time 
when  fraternity  and  sorority  pledges  go  through  initiation  pro- 
ceedings. 

The  often  foolish  antics  during  the  period  do  nothing  to  add  to 
the  prestige  of  City  College's  fraternities  and  sororities.  Rather,  the 
proceedings  gain  .nothing  but  ridicule  for  these 'organizations. 

"Hell  Week"  serves  no  constructive  purpose  here:  neither  for-tiie 
pledges,  who  must  apt  more  in  a  manner  more  befitting  an.  elemen- 
tary school  than  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  nor  for  the  organiza- 
tions involved  who  are  laughed  at  for  their  adherence  to  "Hell 
Week"  traditions. 

Some  may  think  that  the  week  should  serve  nb  constructive  pur- 
pose, that  it's  "just  a  part  of  traditional  college  life"  and  an  occasion 
to  let  one's  hair  down.  This  is  a  foolish  belief.' 

"Hell  Week,"  if  handled  properly,  can  become  one  of  the  most 
important  and  constructive  events  on  the  campus  calendar,  in  furth- 
ering the  good  name  of  the  fraternities,  of  the  sororities  and  of  the 
college  itself.  . 

Why  not  change  "Hell  Week"  into  "Help  Week"  with  each  frater- 
nity and  sorority  giving  its  pledges  a  public  service  project  to  work 
on:  college  projects,  such  as  cleaning  up  the  campus,  building  ticket 
booths,  decorating  the  student  lounge:  the  possible  projects  are  lim- 
itless. There  are  also  many  community  undertakings  which  could 
be  accomplished  by  pledges. 

Instead  of  spending  "Hell  Week"  loudly  singing  ridiculous  songs 
and  passing  out  candy  and  bubble  gum  to  passers-by.  I°t  pledges 
loudlv  proclaim  the  virtues  of  the  cancer  fund-,  heart  fund  or  other 
worthwhile  charities,  and  instead  of  giving  their  '-goodies."  giving 
their  time  to  collectin&donations  for  such  worthy  causes.  In  a  com- 
munty  of  this  size  there  are  thousands  of  unfortunates  who  would 
welcome  the  "helping  hands"  of  strong  armed  pledges  in  repairing 
their  homes.,  weeding  their  small  gardens  and  the  like. 

Such  work  would  not  only  aid  the  organization's  public  relations, 
but  would  aid  them  in  getting  a  better  membership — a  fraternity  or 
sorority  certainly  would  rather  have  a  member  who  is  willing  to 
help  his  fellow  man  than  one  who's  merely  willing  to  make  a  fool 
of  himself  in  front  of  his  fellow  students.  It's  axiomatrc  that  "any 
fool  can  act  foolish." 

Fraternities  and  sororities  have  proved  that  they  are  capable  of 
good  works  bv  their  representation  in  the  excellent  student  govern- 
ment here  and  a  "Help  Week"  would  strengthen  that  proof. 

Unlimited  possibilities  for  obtaining  the  community's  good-will 
and  that  of  all  students  in  a  "Help  Week"  outweighs  the  ridicule 
and  ill-will  often  obtained  by  the  organizations  in  "Hell  Week."

Day  Celebration 
Still  Undecided 

Date  of  this  year's  Annual 
Charter  Day  celebration  here  has 
not  yet  definitely  been  set,  ac- 
cording to  Edwin  Frediani,  col- 
lege Alumnr  Association  president. 

Frediani  explained  the  purpose  of 
the  Annual  Charter  Day  «s  Alumni 
_  Association's  annual  "big  get  to- 
gether." On  April  17,  1935.  the  State 
Board  of  education,  at  Sacramento, 
voted  unanimously  that  San  Fran- 
cisco Junior  College,  now  City  College 
of-  San  Francisco,  be  established. 

On  May  1,  1935|  Vierling  Kersey, 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, signed  a  charter  designat- 
ing San  Francisco  Junior  College  as 
a  college  under  the  supervision  of 
Edwin  A:  Lee,  who  was.  at  the  time, 
-  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  for 
San  Francisco  County,  and  Archibald 
J.  Cloud,  as  President  of  the  college. 

The  first  of  the  annual  Charter 
Day  celebrations  was  March  31,  1948. 
Mayor  Elmer  Robinson  was  the  guest 
speaker  at  a  dinner  and  honored 
guest  of  the  occasion  which  was  held 
in  the  student  lounge. 

Last  year's  Charter  Day  Dinner 
and  celebration  was  held  in  honor  of 
retiring  Dean  of  Women  here,  Mar- 
garet Dougherty. 

Frediani  pointed  out  that  the  an- 
nual celebration  is  rarely  held  on  the 
date  of  the  actual  signing,  but  that 
the  date  is  set  yearly  by  the  associa- 
tion.

Finance  Committee  Finishes 
Plans  For  College  Budget, 
Ready  To  Take  New  Duties 

The  Associated  Student  Finance  Committee,  headed  by  Wray 
Jacobs,  finished  planning  the  AS  budget  for  the  spring  semester 
last  week  and  is  ready  for  any  future  duties. 

Main  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Jacobs  said,  is  to  plan  the 
AS  budget  and  to  allot  the  prescribed  amount  of  money  to  each 
activity.  One  hour  meetings  are  held  once  or  twice  a  week  in 
Building   2A   to  discuss  any   current 


financial  problems  which  may  arise. 

Problem  of  settling  the  spring  bud- 
get \v;is  difficult,  he  said,  for  the  bud-  J 
gets  requested  by  the  35  organizations 
totalled  $23,000.  The  AS  fund  had 
only  $16,000,  which  was  gotten  largely 
from  the  sale  of  AS  cards  and  from 
profits  of  The  Ramporium. 

Each  budget  submitted  was  care- 
fully studied,  all  unnecessary  items, 
were  omitted,  and  the  budgets  were 
discussed  with  representatives  from 
each  organization.  The  recommended 
budgets  were  voted  on  by  the  Student 
Council. 

Any  organization  protesting  its  al- 
lotment of  money  may  present  its  case 
to  Council  and  a  final  decision  will  be 
rendered,  since  Council  must  approve 
the  budget  before  it  can  be  enacted. 
Jacobs  said. 

In  order  to  support  the  AS  budget, 
he  continued,  each  member  of  an  or- 
ganization requesting  an  allotment  of 
money  must  have  an  AS  card.  After 
the  individual  budget  has  been  ap- 
proved by  Council,  money  alloted  is 
credited  to  the  organization's  account 
at  a  bank. 

To  withdraw  money,  a  club  must 
present  an  itemized  account  which 
matches  that  which  the  bank  has  re- 
ceived from  the  Finance  Committee. 
Fraternities  are  run  on  a  private 
basis,  receiving  no  AS  monies. 

Chairman  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee is  appointed  by  the  AS  President 
and  approved  by  .i  vote  of  Council 
The  chairman,  in  turn,  selects  the 
members  of  his  committee,  and  the 
Finance  Committee  is  formed.  Stu- 
dents assisting  Jacobs  on  the  commit- 
tee are  Walt  Yakovlelf.  Alberta  Cor- 
dini.  Soma  Secbohm,  Ken  Feldcn. 
Millie  Stoll,  Jan  Sewall,  Bob  Moore 
and  Dick.

Modern  Design 
Is  Keynote  Off 
New  Building

Ultra-modern  design,  both  in- 
side and  out,  is  the  keynote  of 
Cloud  Hall,  new  building  on 
camp'us. 

From  architecture  and  landscaping 
to  the  smallest  details  of  lighting  and 
color  scheme,  the  building  was  de- 
signed to  present  the  maximum  of 
beauty  and  utility. 

.  Constructed  on  a  hill.  Cloud  Hall's 
unusual  shape  is  auoarent  at  first 
glance.  The  front  is  tour  cornered  and 
faces  the  men's  and  women's  gymna- 
siums. Two  side  wings  sweep  back  to- 
ward the  Science  Building  and  open 
onto  the  court  between  the  two  build- 
ings. 

LaUdscap  ng    is   now    underway   in 

the  court  and  m  the  area  surrounding 
Cloud  Hall  The  court,  with  its 
benches  and  warmed  by  the  afternoon 
sun.  provides  ■  good  location  for  lunch 
Of  relaxation  between*  classes 

Running  along  the  entire  length  of 
the  front  of  the  building  is  a  stone 
walkway  which  is  also  furnished  with 
benches. 

Curving  pathways  have  been  paved 
through  the  site  of  the  front  lawn 
and  lead*  to  the  two  main  doors.  The 
doors  themselves,  uniquely  construct- 
ed   are  large  and  made  of  glass. 

The  interior  presents  %  color  scheme 
intended  to  be  both  stimulating  to 
study  and  easy  on  the  eyes.  Soft,  rest- 
ful greys,  greens,  yellows  and  tans  are 
used  throughout. 

In  keeping  with  the  modern  concep- 
tion of  the  importance  of  texture  in 
an  aesthetic  sense,  smoothly  painted 
walls  are  art  lull  v  blended  with  rough 
stone.

Winning  Tradition 
Keeps  Rams  On  Top 


ATHLETICS  are  an  integral  part  of  the  tradition  of  any  college, 
and  City.  College  has  built  a  tradition  of  champion  .teams  and 
champion  players.  The  story  of  Ram  teams,  coaches  and  athletes 
has  been  punctuated  with  honors  since  the  first  chapter  was  writ- 
ten in  1935. 

It  was  in  that  year  that  the  San  Francisco  Junior  College  grid- 
ders  played  their  first  intercollegiate 
football  game.  With  the  late  Russ 
Sweet  at  the  helm  the  footballers 
made  an  auspicious  start  by  whipping 
Salinas  Junior  College,  12-0.  but  fin- 
ished the  season^with  only  two  wins 
>iirst  six  losses  and  a  tie.  The 
outstanding  event  of  tha*t  year  was 
the  i< ginning  of  the  still-hot  rivalry 
with  Los  Angeles  (  i,v  College.  Los 
ies  won.  7-0.  at  the  Rams'  home 
field,  Seals  Stadium. 

The  next  year,  in  1936.  Sweet's 
Rams  'now  so  named  officially!  en- 
tered the  Northern  California  Junior 
College  Conference  and  in  1937  (he 
college  had  its  first  taste  of  football 
honois  by  sharing  the  NCJCC  title 
with  Sacramento. 

Lee  Kisan  became  head  coach  in 
193lJ  .md  when  he  handed  the  reins  to 
Grove]  Kl  -miner  in  1947  his  teams 
had  distinguished  themselves  despite 
the  iack  oi  manpower  during  the 
years  of  World  War  II 
ALL- AMERICANS 

Kiemmer  wasted  no  time  in  produc- 
ing champions.  In  1948.  his  secorld 
.-  head  man,  the  young  coach 
produced  the  finest  football  team  in 
the  college's  history.  Sparked  by  full- 
hack  Ollie  Matson  and  center  Burl 
Toll :.  the  Rams  romped  over  all  op- 
position, winning  eleven  straight,  in- 
cluding a  20-7  victory  over  Chaffey 
Junior  College  in  the  Gold  Dust  Bowl. 

When  Matson  and  Toler  were 
named  to  the  two-year  college  All- 
American,  the  Rams  became  the  only- 
two-year  college  team  ever  to  have 
two  so  honored  in  the  same  year

Year  On  Campus 

Fourteen  years  have  passed 
since  that  memorable  November 
10,  1940  afternoon  when  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  athletes 
finally  found  a  home  in  Which  to  show 
their  talents.  For  it  was  on  that  date 
that  the  present  men's  gymnasium 
here  came  into  being  as  the  result  of 
a  bond  proposition  passed  by  the  vot- 
ers of  San  Francisco  in  1937. 

On  the  night  or  Keltruury  la,  l»4l. 
the  first  athletic  contest  took  place  in 
the  new  building  four  months  after  its 
inaugural  us  the  Ham  basketball  team 
dropped  a  decision  to  Modesto. 

Befoi-e  that  day  the  basketball  team 
alternated  with  the  local  high  schools 
in  using TCezar  Pavilion  as  the  site  of 
all  home  games. 

Previously  the  boxing  and  tennis 
teams  had  literally  to  move  all  over 
the  city  to  find  suitable  localities  for 
practice.  The  listicuffers  worked  out 
in  the  Galileo  High  School  gyiiina 
sium  while  the  netmen  traveled  to  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  courts  to  try  their 
skills. 

The  new  building  satisfied  the  needs 
of  the  basketball,  boxing,  and  tennis 
squads  for  a  home  base.  It  also  gave 
momentum  to  the  intramural  pro- 
gram of  the  college.

Associated  Students. 

Following  the  adoption  of  the  oriK- 
in. il  constitution  of  A.S.S.F.J.C.  on 
April  15.  1936.  there  were  man> 
changes  until  a  new  constitution  was 
written  and  adopted  bv  the  college 
AS  in  Spring  1946.  l 

The  new  constitution  alwlished  the 
original  system  of  Executive  Council 
and  formed  the  present  s".v*tem  of  a 
Student  Council,  which  handles  the 
legislative  side  of  the  organization. 
and  the  Presidents  Cabinet  which  per- 
forms judicial  duties  of  the  association 

In  1935  ihe  first  Associated  Student 
elections  were  held  With  two-thirds 
of  the  AS  membership  voting  Bennett 
McGuire  was  elected  the  first  presi- 
dent  of  the   Associated   Students. 

Party  politics  In  the  association 
were  first  noticed  in  1947  when  the 
Student  League  as  well  as  the  Fra- 
ternity party  was  organized.

Throughout  its  history  the  AS  has

Started  without  permanent  build- 
ings or  campus,  the  college  offered' 
classes  prior  to  1940  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  Extension  Building 
on  Powell  Street  in  downtown  San 
Francisco  and  at  Galileo  High  School : 
on  Van  Ness  Avenue.  Several  science 
classes  were  held  at  Mission  High 
School,  and  a  small  study  hall  ami 
part  of  the  college  library  were  lo- 
cated in  a  P.  G.  &  E   building. 

Enrollment  steadily  increased  and 
it  was  realized  that  a  permanent  loca- 
tion had  to  be  selected  for  San  Fran- 
cisco Junior  College,  as  it.  was  then 
callcdL..so  that  students  struggling  to 
attend  classes  at  widespread  spots 
could  be  housed  on  a  single  campus. 
SITE  CHOSEN 

Possible  sites  for  the  new  college 
were  suggested  and  debated  in  the 
fall  of  the  first  year  of  the  college's 
existence,  ancWrom  a  dozen  pro; 
locations  tha.t  included  acreage  in  the 
Sunset.  Manna,  and  Golden  Gate 
Heights  districts, 'the  City  Board  of 
Education  finally  settled  upon  the  3S 
acres  of  Balboa  Park  that,  are  now  the 
cist  campus. 

On  April  25.  1937  exactly  17  years 
ago  next  •Sunday  ground  breaking 
ceremonies  were  held  on  "Hill  29."  as 
the  land  was  later  designated  by  the 
San  Francisco  News,  and  students 
and  faculty  .watched  as  the  late  An- 
gelo  J  Rossi,  then  mayor  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, turn  the  first  shovelful  of  earth 
to  signify  start  of 'construction  on  the 
new  campus. 

Rapidly  rising  from  land  where  the 
county  jail  had  once  stood,  the  Science 
Building  and  the  two  gymnasiums 
were  completed  in  June  of  1940  In 
November  of  that  year  dedication 
ceremonies  were  held  for  the  new 
buildings,  and  the  college  officially 
had  its  first  permanent -home.

In  those  early  years,  it  was  through 
the  leadership  of  Archibald  J.  Cloud 
fust  president  pf  the  college,  that 
dreams  of  a  permanent  campus  were 
realized.  Appointed  president  after 
serving  as  Chief  Deputy  Superinten- 
dent of  San  PranciSOO  Schools.  Dr 
Cloud  was  given  the  task  of  unifying 
a  student  group%jiumbering  close  to 
1500  and  meeting  iq  no  single  location 
I'ntil  19-11.  thevcollege.  still  housed 
in  one  building,  was  forced  to  limit 
enrollment  to  3000  students,  although 
iht-r*'  wan  more  than  1000  additional 
applications.

Already  out  of  the  blueprint  stage 
and  waiting  construction  is  the  new- 
Student  I-ounge,  which  will  house  the 
hotel  and  restaurant  division  classes 
and  student  activities  offices.  Located 
south  of  the  Science  Building  on  the 
east  campus,  ground  breaking  cere- 
monies were  held  last  April  9. 

In  June,  1949,  Dr.  Cloud  retired 
and  as  his  successor  the  Board  qf  Ed- 
ucation appointed  Louis  G.  Conlan  as 
the  college's  second  president. 

President  Conlan  had  been  co-ordi- 
nator  of  Educational  Management  at 
the  college  from  September  1940  until 
he  left  the  college  in  Spring  1943,  to 
serve  in  the  Navy,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  war  he  was  appointed  principal  of 
Mission  High  School. 

Before  being  appointed  to  the  col- 
lege presidency  he  served  as  Co-ordi- 
nator  of  Secondary  School  Education 
in  San  Francisco.

Dr.  Browne  has  been  w,th 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  since  its  incep- 
tion and  as  (housands  ot  graduates  throughout 
Ihe  world  can  testily,  he  has  always  been 
"one  ot  Ihe  student's  best  /riends." 

following  is -a  briet  resume  ot  his  thoughts 
concerning  the  institution  ot  which  he  has  so 
long  been  a  part,  as  told  to  Guardsman  stall 
wriler  Bill   Boldenweck.. 

"Nineteen  years  is  a  long  time," 
said  Edwin  C.  Browne,  college 
dean  of  men,  "but  it  seems  like 
only  yesterday  that  Dr.  Cloud 
and  I  made  our  whirlwind  tour  of" 
every  Junior  College  in  the  state, 
gathering  information  and  advice  in 
preparation  for  the  opening  of  San 
Francisco's  adventure  in  higher  edu- 
cation, San  Francisco  Jun.or  College. 

"The  need  for  a  junior  college  had 
been  felt  for  a  long  time,  and  our 
hopes  were  finally  being  realized. 
Nearly  a  thousand  students  from  San 
Francisco  were  daily  crossing  into 
San  Mateo  to  attend  the  junior  col- 
lege there,  and  more  than  $100,000 
yearly  was  being  paid  to  the  San 
Mateo  school  district  by  San  Fran- 
cisco for  their  education.  Opening  of 
a  junior  college  here  saved  the  city 
that  amount  and  also  allowed  us  to 
begin  receiving  a  like  amount  from 
the  state. 

"Our  first  classes  were  held  in  the 
University  of  California  Extension 
Building  on  Powell  Street,  and  at 
Galileo  High  School. 

"Sometimes,  when  I  hear  students 
complain  about  the  walk  from  the 
gymnasium  to  the  west  campus,  I 
wonder  how  they  would  feel  about 
the  trip  from  Bush  and  Powell  to  Bay 
and  Van  Ness. 

"Fortunately,  we  were  able  to  move, 
after  only  a  few  years.  Into  our  own 
campus,  the  Science  Building  here  at 
Ocean  and  Phelan  Avenues.  The  build- 
ing was  completed  and  occupied  in 
1940,  and  was  almost  outgrown  when 
the  advent  of  World  War  II  cut  at- 
tendance considerably. 

"Now  that  we  are  about  to  move 
into  Cloud  Hall,  another  milestone  in 
the  history  of  City  College  is  being 
passed  As  I  have  watched  the  college 
grow,  and  seen  her  students  go  into 
the  stream  of  life.. I  feel  proud-tohave 
been  a  part  of  its  history  "

Success  Is  For  The  Graduate   ~ 
Who  Applies  College  Training 

INHERE  is  always  talk  around  any  college  campus  which  runs 
along  the  general  lines  of  "I'm  attending  college  so  I  can  be  sure 
of  a  high  paying  job  when  I  graduate.  My  degree  will  make  certain 
of  that:  employers  always  give  the  'big  money"  to  college  graduates." 

Or  in  other  words.  "I'll  trade  my  degree  for  a  high  salary." 

It's. almost  certain  that  anyone  who  approaches  an  employer  with 
that  idea  will  get.,  instead  of  "big  money."  none  at  all.  in  fact,  no 
job  at  all. 

A  college  degree  and  the  education  for  which  it  stands  are  nut 
themselves  assurances  of  success  in  life,  financial  or  otherwise. 
Future  success  depends  on  how  the  graduate  applies  the  study  and 
knowledge  which  he  has  received  in  earning  a  "sheepskin." 

The  world  is  full,  of  "inTellectual  bums"  who  may  have  a  string 
of  decrees  but  who  can't  apply  the  vast  knowledge  floating  around 
in  the  it  heads.

At  City  College  of  San  Francisco  there  is  an  ideal  educational 
situation;  students  are  taught  not  only  to  think  but.  because  of  a 
broad,  modern  curriculum,  are  also  taught  to  work  —  taught  prac- 
tical  work  in  their  chosen  vocation.

Only  A  Full  Vote  Will  Assure 
Success  Of  AS  Activity  Here 

¥N  THE  Associated  Student  elections  held  this  month  at  Stanford 
*  University  45  per  cent  of  the  AS  membership  voted. 

Quite  a  contrast  to  City  College  of  San  Francisco's  "high"  of  a  29 
per  cent  vote  in  the  Fall  1953  elections,  the  most  recent  held  here. 

Since  all  students  at  Stanford  automatically  join  the  Associated 
Students  when  paying  their  tuition,  the  success  of  the  association  is 
virtually  assured  ho  matter  who  its  leaders  may  be;  voting  is  not 
anywhere  near  the  necessity  which  it  is  at  City  College. 

Because  the  college  is  part  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  School 
system  Associated  Student  membership  is  voluntary  by  city  law 
and  no  one  is  required  to  join  the  association. 

In  comparing  Stanford  student  voting  with  that  of  the  college,  one 
can  see  that  although  the  percentage  of  Associated  Student  mem- 
bers voting  here  was  29  per  cent,  the  overall  voting  percentage  was 
only  11  per  cent  of  all  students.  At  the  university  the  overall  total 
was  45  per  cent. 

At  Stanford  approximately  3155  students  of  7000  voted  as  com- 
pared" to  City  College's  549  of  5115  (official  enrollment  in  Fall  1953). 

This  is  contradictory  to  logic;  one  would  think  that  a  student  who 
joins  an  organization  on  his  own  would  be  more  interested  in  de- 
ciding who  will  direct  his  activities  than  a  student  who  has  no 
"choice"  but  to  join  the  organization,  as  is  the  case  at  Stanford. 

Here  students  vote — their  choice  may  not  administer  the  organi- 
zation as  the  voter  would  prefer  and  at  the  next  registration  day — 
the  voter  doesn't  buy  an  AS  card;  he  has  a  choice. 

At  the  university  students  vote — their  choices  may  not  administer., 
the  organization  as  the  voter  would  prefer  and  at  the  next  registra- 
tion day — the  voter  does  buy  an  AS  card;  he  has  no  choice. 

It's  not  too  soon  to  think  of  voting;  all  candidates  will  shortly  be 
selected.  The  AS  member  should  look  over  those  nominated  and 
make  a  decision  to  choose  the  students  who  will  lead  a  free  and 
voluntary  AS  membership  in  the  Fall. 

On  the  "Farm"  everyone  must  join  the  Associated  Students,  yet 
no  one  need  vote;  at  City  College  no  one  must  join  the  Associated 
Students,  but  everyone  must  vote  to  assure  success  of  their  student 
activities.

Young  Czechoslavakian  Risks 
Life  To  Find  Freedom 

tate  at  night,  a  black  (tain  moved  slowly  around  a  curve  and  turned  away  trow  ■   . 
German  border,  and  began  moving  deeper  into  western  Czechoslavakia.  As  the  'last 
came  around  the  curve,  t  young  man  made  a  quick  resolution  and  jumped  liom  th*     , 
He  ran  hurriedly  to  shelter  m  the  surrounding  woodland. 

The  young  man  had  lelt  his  possessions  behind  in  communist  dominated  Cz.\ 
vakia:  he  carried  only  a  small  compass  and  matches  to  take  him  safely  through  16  m..  -3 
oi  heavily  guarded  woodland  to  freedom  in  western  Germany. 

He'd  spent  the  night  in  the  forest,  walking  quietly  and  carefully  to  avoid  being  thot 
sight.  Dawn  was  lighting  the  sky  when  a  churchbell  began  ringing  in  a  hidden  wootllm  ■ 
village. 

The  youth  followed  the  sound  of  the  bell  to  the  outskirts  of  a  strange  village  sb 
on  a  peaceful  Sunday  morning. 

The   shadows  next  the  homes  on   the -Jong  street  afforded  safety  as  the   young      , 
moved  quietly  through   the  village.   WfJ  wondered  where  he   was.   There  was  n  • 
nothing  to  indicate  whether  he  had  safely '  entered  Germany. 

Apprehensive,  he  was  leaving  the  village  when  he  saw  a  small  bulletin  board  t< 
to  be  read  :n  the'  morning  light/  he  feared  lighting  a  match  and  strained  to  read  the  wt  ■ 
mg  on  the  board.  He  thought  he  saw  German  characters;  he  wasn't  sure.  He  too, 
rible  chance  and  struck  a  match. 

The  writing  on  the  bulletin  board  was'  in  German:  /ohn  Ratanovic  had  lound  ti 
and  a  new  lite. 


John  Rafanovic  is  now  a  student  of  City  College  and  a  citizen    t 
the  United  States.  He  left  Czechoslavakia  in  June,  1948,  spendir.4 
several  years  in  Europe  before  entering  this  country  as  an 
migrant. 

Rafanovic  said  he  left  his  home  because  he  wanted  freedom  and 
the  right  to  pursue  his  own  values  of  life.  In  communist  dominated 
Czechoslavakia,  he  said,  there  is  no 
freedom  for  the  individual  who  does 
not  belong  to  the  communist  party. 

He  had  been  engaged  in  the  hotel 
trade  with  the  communist  party  as- 
sumed control  of  the  country;  a  two 
year  economic  program  was  initiated 
and  employees  of  all  the  major  in- 
dustries were  reduced  in  number  and 
the  burden  of  industry  thrown  on  the 
shoulders  of  workers  who  belonged 
to  the  communist  party  Rafanovic, 
along  with  other  workers  who  were 
not  affiliated  with  the  party,  lost  his 
job;  he  thereby  forfeited  job  prefer- 
ence to  party  members  and  found  it 
almost  impossible  to  obtain  work. 

Censorship  of  public  opposition. 
Rafanovic  said,  was  acute;  public 
criticism  of  the  government  was  for- 
bidden and  because  of  the  hazard  of 
citizen  arrest,  whereby  a  citizen 
might  inform  on  a  neighbor  for  sus- 
picion of  defaming  the  government, 
private  conversation  was  stilted  and 
careful  to  avoid  anything  that  might 
be  interpreted  as  dissatisfaction. 

Rafanovic  said  that  he.  like  many 
other  Czechs,  found  life  in  communist 
dominated  C/eehoslavakia  oppressive 
and  dangerous;  he  wanted  to  escape 
to  freedom. 

After  jumping  the  train  and  arriv- 
ing in  Germany.  Rafanovic  eventually 
reached  the  American  counter  intelli- 
gence authorities,  was  screened  and 
freed  a  stateless  person. 

For  six  months,  he  worked  in  the 
town  of  Daggendort  as  a  translator; 
he  moved  to  Hamburg  where  he  pre- 
sented himself  to  the  International 
Refugee  organization  and  was  placed 
in  a  refugee  camp. 

In  the  camp,  he  worked  for  the  IRO 
as  interpreter  and  translator  while 
waiting  for  Immigration  to  the  United 
States.  He  was  granted  the  right  to 
enter  the  U.  S.  in  1950.  arrived  here 
and  worked  on  a  farm  in  the  same 
year. 

The  Army  drafted  him  and  he  was 
sent  to  Berlin  to  work  with  the  intel- 
ligence service  as  a  translator  and  in- 
terpreter. Having  completed* -two 
years  of  service,  he  was  returned  to 
the  United  States  and  discharged. 

After  working  briefly  in  a  local 
brewery,  Rafanovic  entered  City  Col- 
leeg  of  San  Francisco  as  a  veteran 
and  began  his  studies  of  civil  engi- 
neering. 

January  4  of  this  year.  Rafanovic 
became  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  experienced  again  the  s.nse  of 
pellet  and  joy  as  he  had  when  he  rend 
the  bulletin  board  in  western  Ger- 
many and  knew  he  had  crossed  safely 
to  freedom.

Wall  speakers,  built- 
fn  projection  platforms,  theatre-type' 
seats  with  hinged  writing  boards,  and 
automatically  dimmed  lights  are  all 
part  of  the  acoustically  desig, 
looms. 

Credit  for  planning  of  the  college's 
expanded  audio-visual  aids  program 
goes  to  Madison  Devlin,  instructor  in 
the  department  since  1947. 

Located  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
three-level    building,    the   departn> 
facilities     include     workroom     s|u 
film    vaults,    a    completely    equipp- 
darkroom. 

Distribution  of  films  and  equipmen' 
will  be  speeded  with  use  of  a  pass 
through  wall  in  the  spacious  front 
office. 

When  It  was  created  in  1947,  the 
audio-visual  department  had  but  two 
film  projectors,  one  phonograph  and 
an  old  mirrorphone  recorder,  t'nder 
Devlin's  guidance,  the  department  has 
,  progressed  until  It  now  has  over  60 
pieces  of  available  equipment,  Includ- 
ing film  projectors,  phonographs, 
slide  and  opaque  projectors  and  tape 
recorders: 

The  college  owns  approximate!'. 
120  films,  and  the  department  can  ob- 
tain motion  pictures  from  libraries 
over  the  country. 

Upon  its  move  to  Cloud  Hall  into 
its  new  ecru  and  foam-green  office- 
Devlin  claims  the  department  wilt 
have  facilities  and  offer  services  sec- 
ond to  no  other  college  in  the  coun-

Seven  880  record  in  the  Conference  Meet  last  Saturday  as  Mo- 
desto, taking  advantage  of  their  home  track  and  at  fuH  team 
strength,  eased  into  the  1954  team  track  and  field  championship 
of  the  Big  Seven.      "  '  v  .      , 

Five  new  league  standards  were  set  in  the  meet  and  two  others 

tied,  but  Carls  n's  run  was  the  top 
job  of  the  day.  His  mark  of  1:57.2 
easily  bettered  the  old  mark  of  1 :59.0, 
set  by  Sacramento's  John  Blackwood 
m  1951. 

Modesto  captured  seven  of  14  flrsts 
us  they  swept  to  59!-..  (Joints,  30  more 
than  Santa  Rosa,  their  nearest  com- 
petitor. The  Rams  picked  up  13  points 
for  fifth  place. 

Modestans  accounted  for  two  of  the 
new  records  and  both  of  the  tied 
marks.  Don  Malinoff  shattered  his 
own  discus  record  of  140-434.  set  last 
year,  with  a  toss  of  147-13.,  and  Pro- 
verb  Jacobs  put  the  shot  49-3''/to 
break  Clyde  Wetter's  1952  mark  of 
49-1"-,. 

The  two  tied  marks  were  credited" 
to  the  Pirates  sprinter.  Chuck  Mc- 
Guincss.  He  took  the  100  yard  dash 
in  :09.0  and  the  220  in  :21.6.  McGuin- 
uess  won  the  trophy  for  individual 
high  scorer  by  virtue  of  his  double 
win  and  a  lap  on  the  winning  relaj 
team,  edging  out  Stockton 's,,Don  Lud 
low.  a  double  winner  jn  the  mile  and 
two-mile. 

Other  new  marks  were  set  by  Santa 
Rosa's  Ron  Walters  in  the  high  jump 
with  a  mark  of  6-»7,.  bettering  his 
own  record  of  6-1 '  •,  and  by  Larry 
Bobbins  of  Santa  Rosa,  whose  :24.5 
in  the  »'»0  low  hurdles  broke  the  rec- 
ord :'J4.8  hiade  by  Ram  Vern  Cham- 
ber?! in   1953. 

The  other  point  getters  for  the  col- 
lege were  Henry  Stroughter,  with  a 
third  in  the -mile  and  a  second  in  the 
two-nTile.  and  the  relay  team  of  .lack 
Connell.  Hay  Maclntyte.  Bob  Cross 
and  Carlson.  Charley  Smock  lost  out 
in  the  finals  of  the  low  hurdles.  Con- 
nell barely  missed  placing  in  the  220 
Bill  Canihan  was  edged  out  in  the 
high  hurdles  and  Harold  Hill  missed 
in  the  880.  Jim  Kanihah  and  Dick 
Paige  were  eliminated,  in  the  after- 
noon heats  of  the  high  and  low  hur- 
dles respectively.

After  completing  his  learning  under 
these  adverse  conditions,  he  started  in 
with  his  chosen  career  of  teaching. 
A»  first  his  job  was  as  a  substitute 
teacher  In  grammar  schools  around 
the  eityf  and  everywhere  that  he  went 
he  was  popular  with  his  students. 

Now  Grant  is  a  regular  teacher, 
holding  a  regular  job  despite  ~his  ter- 
rific handicap.  He  is  certainly  the 
most  courageous  and  determined  man 
that  we  have  ever  met,  and  his  love 
for  athletics  and  generally  wonderful 
outlook  on  life  should  be  an  inspira- 
tion for  anyone  who  knows  bis  story. 
G;l  McDougald,  inflelder  for  the 
World  Champion  New  York  Yankees 
and  American  League  Rookie  of  the 
Year  for  1951,  was  once  a  student  at 
the  college.  Sadly  enough  for  Bill 
Fiscbtr,  he  never  played  in  a  Ram 
uniform.

Rav  Arata  and  Al  DeLaTorre,  both 
I,.-*.

Editorial 

Welcome  To  Your  College -Won't  You  Join  Us- And  Soon' 


TPODAY  we  have  among  us  some, distinguished  guests,  visitors 
from  the  city's  public  high  schools,  manv  of  whom  will  be  stu- 
dents of  City  College  of  San  Francisco  in  the  near  future. 

These  representatives  are  certainly  more  than  welcome  and  their 
presence  here  benefits  both  the  guests  and  the  college  immeasurably. 
More  and  more  the  secondarv  school  students  of  San  Francisco 
are  realizing  that  City  College  is  their  college— their  best  oppor- 
tunity for  higher  education. 

All  of  us  here  know  the  soundness  of  the  college's  program,  but 
a  main  problem  in  the  past  has  been  to  get  that  knowledge  to  the 
•  prospective  college  students. 

_  With  the  innovation  of  Prep  Day  last  semester  a  solution  to  that 
"problem"  became  evident:  high  school  students  can  now  see  for 
themselves,  at  first  hand,  the  program's  soundness  and  the  friend- 
liness and  cooperation  of  our  sti-dents,  faculty  and  administration. 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  was  established  in  1935  for  the 
benefit  of  the  community's  youth,  and  a  great  percentage  of  that 
group  has  taken  advantage  of  its  curriculum,  which  is  devoted  to 
their  future  success. 

However,  now  even  more  of  the  city's  youth,  possibly  a  large 
number  of  the  present  high  school  graduates  which  today's  guests 
represent,  can  realize  the  important  place  in  their  lives  which  their 
college.  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  can  play. 

Still,  the  question  of  "why  attend  a  two-year  college"  may  arise 
in  some  minds.  An  actual  understanding  of  the  college,  which  stu- 
dent visitors  can  now  receive,  will  answer  that  question  in  favor  of 
enrollment  in   a   two-year  college,  their  college  — City  College  of 
San  Francisco: 

.  The  same  courses  which  are  offered  at  most  four-vear  colleges 
and  uni versifies  are  taught  here,  and  we  have  the  added  advantage 
of  smaller  classes  and  of,  therefore,  "a  more  closelv  knit  student- 
instructor  relationship. 

The  same  credit  is  received  for  these  courses  at  City  College  as 
at  four-year  institutions. 

Consider  the  words  of  Dr.  Herman  A.  Spindt.  director  of  admis- 
sions at  the  University  of  California,  who  has  said:  'I  can  assure  you 
the  student  will  be  fully  as  well  served  in  his  first  two  years  of  "col- 
lege schooling  at  C  College  of  San  Francisco  as  at  the  University 
(of  California)." 

Dr.  Spindt's  remark  was  prompted  by  "the  excellence  of  the  rec- 
ord of  transfer  students  to  the  University  of  California  from  City 
College  of  San  Francisco." 

The  college  administration  practises  the  theory  that  an  academ- 
ically sound  person  such  as  our  instruction  produces  must  also  be 
socially  sound  if  he  is  to  be  a  success  in  life.

I:  rorrfrrty  Ilcath,  manager  of  the 
San  i  ranciSOO  Seals,  had  his  way,  the 
lobal  professional  bascballers  would

Heath  puts  forth  some  good  argu- 
ments in  favor  of  the  college-trained 
ballplayer,  too.  but  strangely  enough 
his  emphasis  is  not  on  the  coaching 
that  a  man  receiver  in  college,  but 
the  social  and  intellectual  training. 

"Now  that  professional  ballplayers 
have  to  be  after-dinner  speakers  and 
television  stars  as  well,  the  experience  I 
that  they  get  in  meeting  people  and1 
making  friends  in  college  is  a  big 
help,"  according  to  Heath.

"Recommendations  are  demanded 
by  all  employers."  Amori  continued. 
"The  job'  are  going  to  the  best  qual- 
ified, measured  in  terms  of  quality  of 
performance  on  previous  jobs,  supe- 
rior scholarship,  and  superior  refer- 
ences from  reputable  sources." 

He  said  that  the  jobs  available  now 
are  at  girl  and  boy  summer  ramps, 
both  private  and  public,  and  that  they 
are  looking  for  competent  help  such 
as  counselors,  instructors  and  main- 
tenance men.

Under  'Unique'  System  Here 

"170TING  time  is  nearing  and  the  strange  phenomenon  of  a  college 
student  election  by  political  party  is  staring"  us  right  in  our 
somewhat  puzzled  faces  again. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco's  Associated  Students  are  unique 
among  such  organizations  in  the  fact  that  they  have  a  party  election 
system  —  but,  why  have  this  system,  is  the  question  most  students 
ask.  *■  | 

Beats  us.  No  other  associated  student  group  has  adopted  it,  simply 
because  it  won't  work  in  college  government  as  it  does  on  a  national 
scale. 

How  can  anyone  say  that  an  election  system  which  brings  out 
less  than  30  per  cent  of  eligible  voters  to  the  polls  is  the  right 
method  to  use. 

Some  say  that  student  voters  stay  away  from  the  polls  because 
they  are  "lethargic";  it's  not  lethargy  keeping  them  away,  it's  that 
they're  '"fed-up"  with  a  party  system  which  is.  in  reality,  a  one 
party  system. 

This  dominant  party,  the  Interfraternity  Council  (IFC),  composed 
of  a  small  minority  of  students  (fraternity  and  sorority  members), 
has  been  "lu  ky."  not  only  in  having  no  real  organized  resistance, 
but  alio  in  having  the  candidates  which  it  chooses  turn  out  to  be 
able  leaders. 

Not  that  the  job  dpne  by  these  chosen  leaders  wasn't  "first  class." 
but  who  knows  what  might  have  happened  had  all  students  been 
given  a  "fair  and  square"  opportunity  for  nomination. 

Nominations  are  done  in  convention  and  to  see  the  unfairness  of 
.the  process  all  one  need  do  is  review  the  recent  IFC  convention. 

At  this  gathering  last  month,  it  was  obvious  that  the  candidates 
nominated  were,  for  the  most  part  already,  or  soon  to  be,  chosen  by 
"vote-trading."  "Vote-trading"  goes  something  like  this  —  Jane 
Jones  from  Alfalfa  Mu  Sorority  says  to  Joe  Smith  of  Alphabeta 
Zoup  Fraternity.  "We'll  give  our  delegation's  votes  to  your  boy. 
Claghorn.  if  you  promise  us  your  votes  for  our  gal.  Suzzybelle." 

"Gee.  look  Ma.  I'm  playing  real  politics!" 

Claghorn  is  officially  nominated  by  the  Alfalfa  girls  and  he  rises 
to  his  feet  and  says  to  the  assembly  -  "I'm  a  hard  worker.  I've  done 
great  work  in  the  past."  (What  our  boy  forgot  to  add  was.  "Now 
I'll  stand  on  my  past  record.  I'm  not  interested  enough  in  the  future 
to  formulate  plans  as  yet.") 

It's  up  to  a  mere  45  students,  the  number  of  voting  delegates,  to 
select  candidates.  So  obviously,  since  the  IFC  carries  almost  every 
election,  45  persons  select  the  leaders  of  an  Organization  whose 
membership  numbers  close  to  1800  students. 

The  other  campus  political  party,  the  United  Student  Association 
(USA)  is  certainly c not  at  fault;  its  lack  of  real  organization  is 
pathetic,  especially  since  it  has  the  majority  of  students  here  with 
which  to  work.  However,  the  USA  has  found  that  a  party  system 
just  won't  work;  students  must  be  given  the  opportunity  to  run  for 
office  on  their  own  nomination. 

How  about  "self-nominations"  wherein  a  student  who  is  sincerely 
interested  in  the  college  can  present  himself  to  all  the  AS  member- 
ship, who  will,  for  themselves,  decide  — 

"Has  he  the  ability  for  leadership."  and  not  "Has  he  party  en- 
dorsement" or  "Can  he  trade  votes."

When  a  motion  was  made  in  the 
May  11  meeting  to  appropriate  $475 
to  the  track,  tennis  and  golf  teams 
here  for  meets  away  from  home,  it 
was  shown  in  analyzing  the  figure 
that  seven  cents  per  mile  had  been 
listed  as  a  basic  traveling  rate.. 

AS  Finance  Committee  Chairman 
Wray  Jacobs  recommended  that  the 
council  make  the  mileage  rate  a  set 
policy  for  team  and  activity  group 
travel  as  a  future  referent,  and  the 
group  voted  unanimously  to  do  so. 

Council  members  heard  Jacobs  de- 
clare, "My  reputation  is  at  stake/'  as 
he  commented  on  a  report  that  Forum 
magazine,  the  college  s  literary  publi- 
cation, would  not  be  printed  where 
the  Forum  staff  had  originally  indi- 
cated.

Two  Party  Student  Political  System  Unique  On  This  Campus

Come  the  end  Ol  this  month  the 
college  campus  will  again  be  bright- 
ened by  multicolored  signs  and 
posters  in  a  prelude  to  the  semi- 
annual Associated  Student  elections 
here  next  June  2  and  8, 

The  general  excitement  and  "pol- 
iticking" that  go  along,  with  Asso- 
ciated Student  elections  here  in 
comparison  with  student  voting  at 
other  colleges  may  be  attributed  to 
the  fact  that  there  exists  here  one 
of  the  only" college  two-party  sys- 
tems in   the   nation 

First  evidence  of  two-party  ex- 
istence here  was  during  an  AS  elec- 
tion in  1948.  The  Spring  semester 
of  that  year  witnessed  the  forming 
of  a  Student  League  by  charter 
clubs  on  campus  and  independent 
individuals. 

The  Student  League  captured 
four  of  the  fourteen  AS  Council 
positions  in  that  election,  the  oppo- 
sition Inter-Fraternity  Council  tak- 
ing nine  and  an  independent  can- 
didate winning  the  remnhjiing  seat. 


In  January  of  1949  the  situation 
was  reversed  as  the  Student  League 
raptured  nine  council  spots,  with 
the  IFC  candidates  winning  only 
five  seals.  Spring  of  that  same  year 
saw  the  balance  again  fall  in  favor 
of  the  IFC.  which  look  nine  offices, 
yrhe  death  <>f  the  Student  League 
in  i!U$  ended  maior  opposition  for 
the  fraternity  group  in  that  year, 
but  a  new  group  appeared  on  cam- 
pus whose  program  was  apparent 
by  its  name,  the  •Committee  For 
Better  Student  Government."  At 
election  time  the  group  failed  to" 
materialize,  and  another  organiza- 
tion was  formed  and  called  itself 
the  "Affiliated  Students 

The  affiliation  appeared  not  too 
strong,  however,  as  the  newly- 
formed  group  was  unsuccessful  in 
its  attempt  to  capture  any  AS  posi- 
tion. In  June  of  1930  the  Affiliated 
Students  again  were  dumped  In 
their  campaign  for  student  govern- 
ment positions,  taking  but  four  out 
of  fourteen  spots. 

Elections  the  following  year  saw 


the-  passing  of  the  Affiliated  Stu- 
dents and  the  reincarnation  of  the 
Student  League,  which  had*  been 
dormant  for  two  years.  Coming 
•  strongly.  League  candidates 
captured  11  of  14  council  seats  and 
three  of  the  six  top  elective  offices 

BleatMn  interest  stumbled  in 
Spring,  1952  when  20  of  the  21 
elected  offices  went  unopposed,  and 
the  fraternity  party  tilled  all  posts. 
During  summer  of  that  year  a 
group  of  students  formed  the 
United  Student  Association,  which 
has  continued  to  compete  with  the 
IFC  since  that  time  . 

The  USA  made  a  strong  showing 
in^Fall.  1952  but  won  no  offices  in 
the  following  Spring.  1953  contest. 
Last  Fall  again  saw  the  IFC  taking 
every  post 

Whether  the  two-party  system 
will  continue  strong  could  be  de- 
termined in  the  AS  elections  this 
June,  the  USA  was  warned  by 
sponsor  Mervin  Slosberg  in  its  con- 
vention last  week.  "It  'rests  with 
you   people  to  provide  strong  com- 


petition to  the  IFC  candidates  in 
order  that  the  political  party  sys- 
tem   may   continue  here."  Slosl

THE  philosophy  of  modern 
American  home  building 
seems  to  reflect  an  unconscious 
concern  for  travel.  More  often 
than  not,  contemporary  style  and 
furnishing  show  a  stjjong  affinity 
for  train  stations  and  hotel  lobbies. 

Fdtniture,  even,  far  from  being  col- 
lected with  an  eye  to  domestic  com- 
fort, seems  poised  for  flight.  Colors 
that  broadcast  only  themselves,  too 
hot  to  sit  on.  and  sleek,  sliding  lines, 
more  prone  to  motion  than  to  solidar- 
ity, contribute  an  air  of  transcience 
to  the  modern  American  home  setting. 

The  qualities  of  good  taste,  reason, 
order,  and  comfort  have  either  been 
transcended  or  ignored,  and  the 
spirit  of  artistic  violence  hat  been 
brought  home  in  a  bag  that  until  now 
had  been  generally  occupied  by  a 
bacon. 

The  19th  century  home  builder  ap- 
parently bolted  his  door  to  the  trou- 
bles of  his  age.  There  is  something  in 
his  home  that  suggests  comfort,  sol- 
idarity and  a  will  to  optimism,  safety 
by  firelight  and  family-side.  But 
there  seems  frustrative  energy  housed 
in  the  glass  and  tile  and  sterile  lines 
of  the  20th  century,  a  hopelessness 
that  denies  even  comfort.

Editor.  The  Guardsman: 

I  have  just  finished  reading  your 
excellent  editorial  in  regard  to  the 
two  party  system  on  this  eampus. 
However,  it  appears  that  the  editorial 
has  begun,  I  believe,  with  a  false 
premise,  that  the  two  party  system, 
as  such,  is  bad  for  the  Associated 
Students.  I  can  not  believe  that  this 
is  so. 

The  Associated  Students  of  City 
College  have  been  recognized  in  the  t' 
past  by  many  authorities  as  having 
the  most  advanced  student  govern- 
ment in  the  State  of  California,  if  not 
-in  the  entire  United  States.  For  this 
highly  advanced  student  government 
to  returp  to  an  old-fashioned  system 
of  election,  does  not  seem  to  be.  the 
answer  to  our  problem.  The  party 
system  works  well  in  all  forms  of 
government  i»i  spite  of  its  weaknesses. 

If  a  system  has  weaknesses,  the 
thing  to  do  is  correct  them  rather 
than  to  destroy  it.  In  the  specific  case 
of  City  College  Student  Government, 
if  one  ot  two  parties  is  overwhelm- 
ingly strong,  the  thing  to  do  is  to 
strengthen  the  weaker  party. 

No  one  should  ever  be  criticized  for 
being  strong  unless  that  strength  is 
misused.  Strength  in  itself  is  not  a 
curse  unless  that  strength  is  used  to 
crush  all  opposition.  It  would  be  to 
the  advantage  of  the  strong  party  to 
encourage  the  weaker  and  give  it  as 
much  assistance  as  possible  in  order 
that  we  can  preserve  our  two  party 
system.  It  has  been  proved  In  the  past 
that  when  the  lelections  are  unop- 
posed, or  half-heartedly  opposed,  stu- 
dent interest  tends  to  disappear; 
therefore,  it  would  seem  that  real 
competition  for  student  office  must 
<er  encouraged. 

The  party  system  is  workable  if  it 
is  given  a  chance.  Therefore,  it  is  up 
to  the  students  to  show  their  interest 
rather  than  to  adopt  an  attitude  of 
"it  doesn't  mean  anything  to  me."

POSSIBILITY  of  the  "magic" 
seven    foot    high    jump   was, 
mentioned  here  last  week,  and 
from     Ernie    Shelton 's     perfor-! 
mance   in   the   West  Coast  Relays  at] 
Fresno    on    May    15    it    appears    we 
were  closer  than  realized  to  the  truth  i 
Shelton.  one  of  the  annual  crop  of 
University     of    Southern    Californja 
track    greats,    leaped    6-9 '2    to   set   a 
new  record  for  the  Relays.  His  jump 
prased    the    mark   of    6-8%    that    be- 
longed to  Walter  Marty.  Shelton  just 
missed  clearing  the  bar  at  6-11. 

Now  that  the  four  minute  mile  and 
the  60  foot  -shot  put  are  in  the  book, 
the  .seven  foot  high  jump  seems  per- 
tain to  be  next.  The  present  world's 
mark,  held  by  Walt  Davis  of  Texas. 
Is  6-11'-.  and  there  are  quite  a  few 
timber-toppers  within  shqejing  dls- 
tance  of  that  height  jp  « 

The  main  contender,  of  course,  is 
Shelton,  but  a**de  from  him  there  are 


several  c3pable  of  seven  feet.  Chuck 
Holding,  of  East  Texas  State,  has 
done  around  the  6-10  mark  and  vows 
that  he'll  top  the  "magic''  mark. 

Bill  Russell,  star  basketball  center 
at  the  I'niversity  of  San  Krancisco, 
has  done  6-7" ...  and  experts  like  Dink 
Tr-mpleton  think  that  Russell,  ham- 
pered by  the  lack  of  an  organized 
track  team  at  I'SF  and  himself  pre- 
ferring basketball  to  track,  could 
crack  the  seven  foot  ceiling.  Davis 
himself  is  still  around  to  try  and  bet- 
ter his  own  world  mark. 

Athletes  have  progressed  greatly  in 
the  last  half  century,  and  this  year 
seems  to  be  <he  year  to  break  the 
"impossible"  marks.  We'd  be  willing 
to  wager  that  the  seven  foot  jump  is 
added  to  the  others  before  this  sea- 
son is  over. 

Speaking  of  Shelton,  an  unusual 
characteristic  of  his  has  been  adopted 
by  several  other  high  jumpers,  In- 
cluding some  In  the  Big  Seven  Con- 


ference. The  Trojan  star  leaps  with 
only  one  track  shoe  on  His  takeoff 
foot  is  bare.  Whether  this  is  any  help 
or  not  is  a  debatable  point,  but  it  cer- 
tainly'hasn't  done  Shelton  any  harm 
and  Santa  Rosa's  Hon  Walters.  Big 
Seven  record  holder  in  the  event

Now  is  the  time  to  apply  for 
summer  jobs  in  canneries,  col- 
lege placement  director  Joseph 
A.  Amori  reported  yesterday.  He 
hastily  added  that  the  leaders  in  the 
cannery  field  say,  "there  is  going  to 
be  an  over-supply  of  cannery  work- 
ers this  year."

Amori  explained  that  a  non-senior- 
ity worker  is  either  a  new  worker  or 
one  who  has  been  employed  for  only 
a  short  time.  He  added  HtaJs  encour- 
agement. "Canneries  prefer  college 
students  for  this  position  because  they 
are  cleaner,  smarter  and  have  more 
enthusiasm  usually." 

He  said  there  are  no  canneru 
San  Francisco  County,  but  the 
many  in  the  East  Bay  and  in  Santa 
Clara  County.

IN  THE  Associated  Student  elections  this  semester  there  is  an 
overwhelming  favorite  who  may  walk  off  with  top  honors.  This 
candidate  has  won  before  and  he  may  win  once  moreif  steps  aren't 
taken  to  assure  his  certain  defeat. 


He  has  no  campaign,  no  platform,  no  statement  to  the  press  and 
yet,  in  the  previous  two  AS  elections  here  this  candidate  has  drawn 
71  per  cent  of  the  vote.

1935  Start  Here 
Was  As  Instructor

In  1935  the  Inst  students  of  City 
College  of  Sah  Francisco  gained  a 
friend  and  helpmate — a  man  soon  ad- 
mired and  respected  for  his  patience 
and  wise  judgment.  Now,  in  1954  the 
college  will  suffer  a  great  loss,  for 
Dr.  F.  Grant  Marsh,  coordinator  of 
student  welfare,  leaves  here  this  se- 
mester after  19_  years  of  service 

A  charter  member  of  the  faculty. 
Dr.  Marsh  aided  and  witnessed  the 
growth  of  the  college  from  its  infant 
days,  when  classes  were  scattered 
throughout  the  city,  to  the  present 
time,  when  newly -erected  Cloud  Hall 
improves  facilities  on  the  Balboa  Park 
campus. 

Dr.  Marsh's  years  of  service  to  the 
college  were  begun  as  an  instructor 
in  mathematics  and  engineering. 
When  he  was  made  chairman  of  the 
department  of  business  education  in 
1936,  Ije  provided  the  connecting  link 
in  supervision  orNprograms  for  college 
classes  at  GalileoxHigh  School,  Girls' 
High  School,  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia Extension  and  the  Institute  of 
Hanking    in   the  city. 

At  the  onset  of  World  War  II  Dr. 
Marsh  was  called  to  active  duty  as  a

Upon  his  return  to  the  college  in 
October.  1945.  he  was  appointed  co- 
ordinator of  counselling  and  guidance. 
When  the  college  was  reorganized  in 
1949.  Dr.  Marsh  became  coordinator 
of  the  division  of  student  personnel,  a 
position  that  he  has  filled  capably  for 
five  years.

Later,  he 
received  the  Bachelor  of  Science  de- 
gree from  the  United  States  Naval 
Academy  and  was  a  commissioned  of- 
ficer in  the  navy. 

Columbia  University  gave  b 
Marsh  his  Master  of  Science  degree 
After  his  retirement;  from  the  navy, 
he  entered  the  field  of  education  .u. 
soon  became  principal  of  Burlingaim 
High  School.  Soon  afterwards  he  be- 
gan to  teach  at  the  University  of  Cal- 
ifornia! where  he  received  the  degree, 
Doctor  of  Education. 

Dr.  Marsh  has  spent  most  of  In 
working  with  young   people — to! 
their  problems  and  giving  them  souir' 
advice.  For  the  past  five  years  he  has 
been    a    member    of    the    Exeeutiv 
Board   of   the  San  Francisco  Coun 
ot  Scouts  and  for  the  past  three  yea 
a  member  of  the  National  Committi 
of  Student  Personnel  of  the  Ann 
Association  of  Junior  Colleges.

Early  American  Rifleman  B 
Trail  In  Fight  For  Indepen 

By  Harold  Painter 

AMERICA  has  always  been  a  grtfat  place  for  rifles  and  riflemen. 
Chances  are,  we  owe  our  independence  to  the  American  rifle 
and  to  the  gunsmith  of  Kentucky  who  invented  the  Kentucky  rifle 

in  1740. 

Until  then  the  American  settler  had  been  using  the  European  mus- 
ket; it  was  seldom  under  50  caliber,  had  a  bore  that  looked  like  an 
abandoned  mine,  and  was.  less  accu- 
rate than  the  Indian  Bow  In  fact.  Ben 
Franklin  once  recommended  that  the 
Continental  troops  be  armed  with  the 
bow  and  arrow  in  preference  to  the 
musket. 

American  colonists  felt  an  urgent 
need  for  a  rifle  suitable  to  their  spe- 
cial needs.  The  Indian  would  not 
stand  stlllXlong  enough  or  near  enough 
for  a  rifleman  to  aim  and  fire  a  rifle 
the  size  of  a  sapling.  The  big  bore  of 
the  musket  used  loo  much  precious 
lead  and  powder. 

The  Kentucky  rifle  of  1740  was  re- 
markably well-fitted  to  American 
needs.  It  was  about  45  caliber  and 
utilized  the  principle  of  rifling:  the 
reduced  caliber  conserved  lead  and 
powder,  and  the  rifling  made  possible 
accuracy  that  compared  favorably 
with  the  rifle  of  today  and  gained 
world  recognition  in  its  own  time 

An  excellent  account  of  the  rifle 
was    made    in    the    battle    of    King's 

Mountain.    1780.    British    troops    had 

amassed  on  thr  summit  to  await  the 

arrival  of  Colonel  William  Campbell's 

considerably  smaller  army. 

Campbell's  American  sharpshooters 

ai  rived  altogether  too  soon  as  far  as 

the     British     were    concerned;    they 

killed  400  British,  compared  with  90 

casualties  Of  their  MNL  and  captured 

the  entire  army  Of  1100.  The  band  of 

Americans  took  the  entire  command 

with  the  superiority  of  the  Kentucky 

rifle.
